JUDGES NOMINATED IN JUST EIGHT MINUTES 


The People Have Won a Great Victory 
Over the Coinbination of Patron- 
age, Cash and Terrorism. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 6.—(Special.)—-In 
a convention which was in session exactly 
eight minutes, democracy today nominated 
M. M. Neil, of Gibson; R. M. Barton, of 
Hamilton, and S. F. Wilson, of Sumner, 
for judges of the court of chancery appeals. 

on. John A. Tipton, of Tipton county, 
r 9 chairman. In order to eliminate the 
election of judges from politics, state law 
provides for a separate convention for their 
election. As seen from the rapid manner 
in which business was conducted tcday, 
the convention was held simply to comply 
with law. The same men who nominated 
the judges will tomorrow meet and name a 
governor, and adopt a platform demanding 
free coinage. | 

Today’s Convention. 

The unterrified democracy of Tennessee 
will speak with no uncertain voice tomor- 
row. 

They will declare for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. They will 
make this declaration without trimming 
or reservation, without Pattersonism or 
qualification. 

To carry on the campaign before the peo- 
ple they will nominate Robert L. Taylor 
for the governorship, a man who will sweep 
the three grand divisions of the state like 
a cycione. 

Through the Campaign. 

The campaign through which the people 
have just passed has been one singular ina 
g00d many respects. The people who had 
contributed to an democratic national vic- 
tory in 1892 saw themselves betrayed and 
delivered over to the political enemy. They 
saw alleged democratic officials hob- 
nobbing and consorting with  repub- 
licanism, having only words of con- 
tempt for the democratic voter, and 
courting the educational influences of Wail 
street. In order to punish Senators Harris 
the veteran tribunes who re- 
fused to be ‘“‘used’’ by the money power, 
they saw the goldbug claquers within their 
fanks refuse to support the democratic 
nominee for the governorship in 1894, thus 
The 
head and front of this offending against 
the integrity ot the party was in the city 
@f Memphis, where 50 per cent of the voters 
@bstained from the polls. It was with deep 
feeling that Governor Turney said to The 
Constitution correspondent at the time: 

“] have been elected governor fairiy and 
Squarely. There has been a falling off in 
the democratic vote and a rallying of the 
republican vote, due to the goldbug lead- 
ers, who desired to see the democracy de- 
feated in order that the free silver senti- 
meni might be stamped out. It is for this 
purpose that ‘the Chattanooga paper and 
those of its ilk have fought the democratic 
organization so persistently. But we will 
hold to our guns until our cause triumphs.” 

The Appearance of Josiah. 

It was at this time that Josiah Patterson 
bloomed out as a newly discovered light in 
finance. He had, been a free coinage 
howler, and upon the strength of it se- 
cured a seat in congress. The story is that 
William C. Whitney, es the inside manager 
of the forces which held the ear of the ad- 
ministration, was attracted to Patterson 
because he represented the great inland 
cotton port of the country. He argued that 
the cotton men of Memphis were under 
such obligatiems to bankers and business 
men of New tork and Liverpool that they 
could be driven, if they did not succumb 
to courting. Accordingly Josiah received 
an “invite” to a dining given by Mr. Whit- 
ney. Then Mr. Patterson forgot all about 
the barefooted and almost barebacked 
farmer in Tifton county. From that mo- 
ment he was a goldbug, and returned home 
With a mission to preach to the benighted. 


Carmack Stands Out. 

But there was one brave man who refused 
to be bought or cajoled—E. W. Carmack, 
the chief editor of The Memphis Commer- 
cial. Against all isfluences he held aloft 
the banner of the peopie, and refused to 
allow himself to be Wattersonized. The 
business office razed, the stock was bvught 
up by men who felt that they could wield 
the rod over Carmack, but all to no pur- 
pose. The counties began to speak in 
selecting delegates for the convention now 
on, declaring for free silver, for Bob Tay- 
lor for gov-2rnor and for Carmack, Harris 
and Bate for delegates at large to Chicago. 
The test was brought home to Memphis 
and Carmack was forced to retire from 
control of The Commercial. 

But the batth had been won! The peo- 
ple from the far east, all over middle 
jTennessee and.up to the very gates of 
We. nis had b2en aroused and Carmack 
became the promincnt figure—the one man 
who, if .he convention was free from pre- 
vious pledges, would tomorrow be nomi- 
nated by acclamation for the governor- 
ship. As it is, he will be one of the dele- 
gates at large to Chicago and now holds 
the lead in Tennessee politics. Tonight 
he @ivides honors with Bob Taylor, and 
wherever Carmack appears he is surruund- 
ed by a group of admirers who eagerly 
Visten to the words that drop from his 


lips. 


Ishmaelites at Work. 

Even now, though the battle has been 
fought and won, the goldbug press is ex- 
hibiting .ts indifference, if not its enmity, 
toward the democracy of the state. This 
point has been well illustrated by the con- 
duct of the Nashville press. The primary 
in this (Davidson) county was purposely 
delayed until one day last week. The re- 
sult throughout the State was already 
known, and the path blazed out by the 
democracy of counties , should have 
been followed by the press of Nashville, 

it intended to give an honest support 
the convention soon to assemble.

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have been united. Now, what are the 
facts? The Nashville Banner, the goldbug 
organ which scuttled the ship in 18% in 
every Way, threw cold water upon the 
primary, stating in advance that the vote 
would be light, and throwing such dis- 
credit upon it as to induce people to stay 
away; The Nashville American, which has 
been of goldbug hue under its last owner- 
ship, minimized the primary as being 
merely for local issues, and The Nashville 
Sun, alone the stalwart champion of silver 
democracy, aided nobly in calling the peo- 
ple to the polls, It was a brilliant victory 
Which this newspaper won, for the de- 
mocracy turned out in force, routed the 
goldbugs and gave the county to free coin- 
age by a handsome majority. 

Now that it has been whipped o:: every 
side, The Nashville Banner is at work 
prepariag fer the defen: of the work of the 
present convention so far as its influence 
It publishes a lcng and mournful 
editorial, reciting the fict that 50,000 dem- 
ocrats abstained from voting in 1834, and 
intimating, by furnishing argument to 
jusiify them, that they should repeat this 
performance in 1896. Perhaps this state- 
ment might be meade stronger, for the edi- 
toria! points to an open bolt and revolt 
when it says: ‘In 1894 50,000 democrats de- 
clined to vote,’’ but this year they may 
“pretest by their votes against the rule 
or ruin policy.” From this The Banner 
&ces on to say that the silver men “have 
organized as a faction to prevent a repre- 
sentation of sound money democrats in the 
State convention, drumming up their forces 
to control county conventicns and to en- 
force the tnit rule to shut out a majority 


voice.”’ 
The Unit Rule. 

The cry against the unit rule comes 
with poor grace from men who have 
profited all along by the enforcement of it. 
It was through the unit rule only that Mr. 
Cleveland secured the nomination in 18%. 
When, in the course of that convention, 
there was a probability that delegates 
would be permitted to vote as they wished, 
it put the Cleveland men into confusion. 
One member of the present cabinet who 
assumes a great deal of physical glory to 
himself, tells how Whitney was in despair, 
when this stalwart cabinet member in em- 
bryo assumed the task 02f seeing the dele- 
fates and having the wnit rule enforced. 
‘When I came back to Mr. Whitney at 3 
in the morning,’’ says he, “‘and told kim 
that all was safe, the unit rule would be ad- 
hered to, he threw his arms ebout me in 
silent thanks.’’ 

It is these recipients of the reward for 
choking off the people, who now cry out 
for the recognition of the minority. Even 
in Shelby county the other day, when the 
delegates were mixed, the goldbug majority 
has adopted the unit rule, thus squeezing 
out the minority, but against this The Ban- 
ner has not a word to say. ' 

All this, however, is in the past. Tennes- 
see has spoken again, and her voice is fcr 
true democracy and free silver. Tomor- 
rcow’s convention will show that the peaple 
cannot be wheedled by time-servers tor 
place-holders. Less than one hundred gold- 
bugs in a convention of over one thousand 
members is a good enough ratio for any 
cause, .

Says Make Silver a Legal Tender for 
All Debts, Both Private and 
Public. 


Sacramento, Cal., May 6.—By the action 
of the state republican convention Cali- 
fornia added her name to the list of states 
that have indorsed ex-Governor William 
McKinley, of Ohio, for president of the 
United States, and her delegates will. go 
to the national convention directed to vote 
for the champion of protection as long as 
there are any prospects of his nomination. 

The financial plank of the platform is as 
follows: : 

“We favor the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and them ak- 
ing of silver as well as gold a legal ten- 
der in payment of ail debts, both public 
and private. The delegates at large are: 
U. 8S. Grant, of San Diego, son of the late 
President Grant; John D. Spreckels, George 
A. Knight, of San Francisco, and Lionel 
A. Sheldon, of Los Angeles. 

John C. Lynch, of Gan Bernardino, was 
nominated for lieutenant governor by ac- 
clamation. 

Gorman Directed the Work. 

Baltimore. May 6.—The democratic state 
central committee today decided to hold the 
State canvention in Baltimore, June 10th, to 
select delegates to the national conven- 
tion at Chicago, 

Notwithstanding the oft-repeated reports 
to the contrary, Senator Gorman was on 
hand and directed the work of the com- 
mittee. The senator will not, however, go 
to Chicago, either as a delegate or in any 
other capacity. 


FREF COINAGE BOB. 


Governor Taylor, of Tennessee, Will 
Talk to the People. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 6.—(Special.)— 
Governor Taylor said today that he would 
discontinue his lecture tour June Ist. 

Asked as to the policy of discussing 
national issues in the state campaign, he 
said: 

“Our system of government is so ar- 
ranged and so constituted that all ques- 
tions of puwhlic policy extend from the 
national down to the state and county 
governme its. They aff€ct everybody, and, 
of course, must be discussed in all cam- 
paigns, whether national, state or county. 
‘There is possibly more discussion on the 
financial question among the farmers and 
merchants in country stores than there 
is in the halls of legislation. The people 
want to hear a discussion of this question, 
insist on it, and J will discuss it when I 
meet them. Of course the governor of a 
state has nothing to do wiih the coinage 
of silver, but he is expected to say some- 
thing about it. 

“fT am a free coinage man up one side 
and down the other.”’ 


SILVER MEN IN OHIO. 


Strong Resolutions Adopted and Silver 
Delegates Elected. 

Logan, O., May 6.—A democratic mass 
convention was held here ior the selection 
of delegates and alternates to the state 
convention, to be held in Coluinbus next 
June. The following reselutions were unan- 
imously adopted:

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PROHIBITION CONVENTION 


Favors Government Issue of Currency 
Direct, Redeemable in Silver. 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 6.—The prohibi- 
tion state convention met here today and 
nominated A. A. Parker, of Cambria ccun- 
ty, and J. S. Kent, of Delaware couaty, 
candidates for congressmen at large. A 
full delegation to the national cofivention 

at Pittsburg was selected. s 

The platform declares “that the currency 
of the nation should be issued by the gen- 
eral government without intervention of 
individuals or corporations, and should con- 
sist of treasury notes which shall be legal 
tender for the payment of ali debts and 
redeemable in gold and silver bullion at the 
market value.’’ 

Silent on Financial Question. 

Trenton, N. J., May 6—The New Jersey 
prohibitionists held @heir state convention 
in this city today for the election of dele- 
gates to the national convention at Pitts- 
burg. A full delegation was selected. The 
platform is silent upon financial questions 
and declares prohibition to be the dominant 
issue in national politics. 

Selected Delegates. 

Jackson, Miss., May 6.—The prohibition 
State convention held here today selected 
nineteen delegates to the ‘national conven- 
tion which meets in Pittsburg, May 10th. 
Only eight delegates attended the state con- 
vention, including the secretary and chair- 
man. 
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A CUBAN VICTORY, | 
INSURGENTS REPULSE SPANISH 
TROOPS WITH LARGE LOSS. 
Two Spanish Forts Surrendered—LaAge 
Fire Near Hiwana Causes Much 
Alarm .to Spaniards. 


Havana, May 6.—Details of the Cacara- 
Piara fight have been received and show 
that the Cubans won a great victory and 
were not defeated as the Spanish official 
report stated. Maceo was not present. 

The insurgents numbered 2,000 under Del- 
gado and Socarras, and occupied a strong 
fortified position. Their vosition was at- 
tacked by Spaniards under General Inclan, 
who were repulsed repeatedly. Finally 
the insurgents charged and drove the 
Spaniards, the latter retreating to Bahia 
Honda and being continually ‘haressed. 
The Spanish loss was about 200 killed and 
nearly 300 wounded. Insurgent loss was 
slight owing to the protaction of hills. 
Generall Bernall has been recalled and it 
is said will be court martialed for failing 
to arrive in time to aid General Inclan, 
Fire at Punta Brava was very destructive. 
The entire town was burned The glare 
was seen in Havana and caused great ex- 
citement. Two forts surrendered to .fhe 
insurgents. The Spanish commander has 
been arrested by Weyler’s orders and it 
is said will be court martialed and shot. 

The Report Denied. 

Key West, Fla., May 6.—The report that 
the Competitor’s crew are being tried in 
Havana today is denied by passengers on 
the Mascotte tonight. General Navarro 
is not yet in the city, 


SOUTHERN SETTLERS ADJOURN. 


Resolutions Favoring the Chicago 
Cotton Exposition Were Adopted. 
Southefnm Pines, N. C., May 6.—The sec- 
ond day’s session of the southern states 
settlers’ convention here began at 10 o'clock 
a. m. Most of it was devoted to speech 
making, Among the speakers were Gen- 
eral J. R. Lewis, of Atlanta, permanent 
president of the convention and of the 
settlers’ association, and who also pre- 
sented the claims of Georgia to northern 


emigration. 

Marked interest was manifested in the 
plan of making an exhibit at Chicago, and 
the convention unanimously adopted the 


following: 

“Resolved, That the liberty and enter- 
prise of the citizens in Chicago in pro- 
posing to organize and maintain the Chi- 
cago and Southern States exposition for 
the display of southern resources and in- 
dustries is characteristic of the great west- 
ern metropolis of our country. 

‘Resolved, That this convention of south- 
ern citizens from many cities extend most 
hearty.thanks to Chicago and the enter- 
prising gentlemen who conceived and will 
carry to successful termination this pro- 
posed exposition.” 

Resolutions were also adopted acknowl- 
edging courtesies extended and specially 
thanking the Southern Associated Press 
correspondent for full and accurate re- 
ports of the proceedings.

PANIC ON TROLLEY CARS. 


Negro and a Policeman Engage in Fis- 
tol Practice. 

Louisville, Ky., May 6.—A_ sensational 
encounter took place on a crowded street 
car coming in from the races shortly after 
§ o’clock this evening by which one person 
was killed and one badly shot, and many 
narrowly escaped. Henry Jones, a negro, 
was arrested by Private Policeman Charles 
Failes for gambling. Failes handcuffed the 
negro to his own wrist and boarded a 
trolley train of three cars, bound in. There 
were 225 people on the three cars. Without 
warning the negro drew. a revolver and 
began firing at Failes. Failes foolishly re- 
turned the fire, th e fusillade creating a 
panic in the cars, which were promptly 
stopped. 

Failes and Jones were removed to the 
city hospital, where the negro died tonight. 
Four bullets pierced the dress of Mrs. 
James B. Camp, wife of the manager of the 
Grand opera house, and one bullet went 
through the rim of Mrs. Camp’s hat and 
tore a hole in the side of the car. 


Think He Was Insane.

Washington, May 6§.—(Special.)—The house 
this morning adopted a resolution for the 
adjournment of congress cn the 1&th. This 
is a notification on the part of the house 
to the senate that it is ready to adjourn. 
The resolution will rest in the senate until 
that body thirks it sees its way clear to 
adjourrment. That may be the first or June 
or it may be the middle of July. 

Sénator Pasco, of Florida, had an inter- 
view wiih the secrctary of state this .norn- 
ing abcut the persons captured on board 
the schooner Competitor by the Spaniards. 
Mr. Olney told the Florida senator that he 
was making every effort to protect the 
American citizens captured on that vessel, 
and that if congress would just hands off 
the matter for a time, he thought it prob- 
able that he could get them released, as he 
had done in the case of Dr. Diaz. 

A batch of some twenty nominations of 
postmasters was sent to the senate today, 
but that of Vandiver, of the Rome postof- 
fice, was not among them. Mr. Vandiver is 
unfortunate in being a silver man, 

Amicably Adjusted. 

The Money-Hall difficulty has.at last been 
amicably adjusted. Judge Crisp and Gener- 
al Catchings acted as mediators and 
brought the two men together today. The 
difficulty seems to have been the result of 
a misunderstanding on the part of Mr. 
Money of the words first attered vy Mr. 
Hall. 

/ Fill and the Bond Inquiry. 

Senator David Bennett Hillis mystifying 
the senate these days. He is engaged in 
a premeditated attempt to talk the bond 
investigating resolution to death. For 
several days he has occupied all of the time 
of the senate, after the morning business 
has been disposed of, talking against time. 
He pretends to be defending and protect- 
ing the administration, all the time declar- 
ing that there is no necessity of an in- 
vesigation of the loan issues. Yet Secre- 
tary Carlisle has sent him werd repeated- 
ly that he would be glad to have an in- 
vestigation of the boné issues, 

Indeed, Carlisle thinks, after all of the 
charges that have Been made, that an in- 
vestigation on the part of the senate would 
be the best thing that could happen. He 
wants to make a full explanation of his 
side of the case and he thinks an official 
committee investigation would be the best 
way to do it. , 

Just for what purpose Hill has been 
playing his role is not known. Late this 
afternoon the senate grew very tired of 
his delaying business and threatened to 
sit all night and give him full opportunity 
to test his strength of lung and voice. That 
was too much for the New Yorker, and 
having no support, he agreed not to op- 
pose a vote at 4 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon. The senate will then pass the reso- 
lution, but the investigation will develop 
nothing. 
An Unfavorable Report, 

Senator Pasco has filed a printed report 
on the Methodist publishing house bill 
which serves to confirm the belief that he 


is unfriendly to the measure, 

The report contains less than two pages 
of original matter, not a line of which com- 
mends the measure. On the contrary he 
submits with his report extracts from pe- 
titions, records, etc., filed before congress 
showing the weakest points in the claim 
while he totally ignores the large amount 
of substantial evidence filed in support of 
the claim. The friends of the measure con- 
sider Senator Pasco’s action as extremely 


unfriendly. 


CLASSIFIED LIST INCREASED.

The President Signed the Civil Service 
Extension Law. 
Washington, May 6.—The president, by 
his signature to day, extended the provi- 
sions of the civil service law to 3,000 gov- 
ernment employes, increasing the number 
of positions on the classified list from 55,136 
to 58,135 and with a few minor exceptions 
between the extremes of Officials whose 
confirmation by the senate is constitution- 
ally requisite, down to mere laborers and 
workmen, governmental appointments are 
withdrawn as far as possible from poiit- 
ical influence and protected in their tenure 
of effice by the merit system. The presi- 
dent’s signature, at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing cancelling all former orders issued 
and substituting the new rules, was imme- 
diately filed in the state department and 
‘went into effect at once, thus forestalling 


| any possible action throughout the coun- 


try by appointing officials or transferring 
employes or in any other way evading the 
rules before being formally notified of 
them. From the moment of its signature 
the new order made all government officials 
directly responsible to the commission for 
appo‘ntments and changes. Today's revi- 
sion of the rules divides the executive civil 
service into five branches as follows: The 
departmental service, the custom house 
service, the postoffice service, the govern- 
ment printing service and the internal rev- 
enue service. 

In the ¢epartmenta] service are calssi- 
fied all officers and employes (except la- 
borers and persons who have been nomi- 
nated for confirmation) in the several exec- 
utive departments, the commissions, the 
railway mail service. Indian service, the 
District of Columbia, pension agencies, 
steamboat inspection service, revenue cut- 
ter service. sub-treasuries and engineer 
departments and the forces employed by 
custodians of public buildings. The only 
exception made in the treasury department 
is in favor of those in the life-saving ser- 
vice. 

In the custem house service are classi- 
fied all officers and employes in any cus- 
toms district whose employes number as 
many as five. In the postoffice service are 
classified all officers and employes in any 
free delivery postoffice. 

In the internal revenue service are classi- 
ified all officers and employes in every in- 
ternal. revenue district except, of course, 
as in other cases, mere laborers. 

The number of classified places exempted 
from exemination has been reduced from 
2,099 to 7 which are mainly positions of 

internal 


| cashiers tn the customs, postal and 


revenue services. Indians emploved in 
minor capacities in the Indian service are 
necessarily put in the exception list. The 
oniv classified positions in Washington 


which will be excepted from examination 


under the new rules will be private secre- 
taries or confidential clerks (not exceeding 
two) to the president and to the head of 
each of the eight executive departments.

Resolution Provides for Dissolution of 
the House on the 18th, - 


Washington, May 6.—The committee on 
ways and means, through Mr. Dingley, re- 
ported a concurrent resolution providing for 
the adjournment of congress on the 18th 
instant. The reading of the resolution was 
greeted with applause. 

Mr. Dingley asked immediate considera- 
tion of the resolution. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, asked that the 
matter be allowed to go over until tomor- 
row,. but Mr. Dingley moved the previous 
question, which was ordered by an over- 
whelming vote. 

The speaker was about to put the ques- 
tion on the passage of the resolution when 
Mr. Wheeler asked if fifteen minutes’ de- 
bate was not allowed on each side of any 
proposition upon which the previous ques- 
tion‘had been ordered? 

The Speaker—The chair is of the impres- 
sion that debate has been had between. the 
gentlemen from Alabama and Maine. 

Mr. Wheeler—No debate at all, Mr. 
Speaker; no debate. Only a request that 
the resolution go over until tomorrow. 

Speaker—The chair doesn’t desire to rule 
arbitrarily upon any matter. 

Mr. Dingley asked and obtained unani- 
mous consent for the gentleman from Ala- 
bama to address the house for five minutes. 
In that time Mr. Wheeler attacked the re- 
publican majority for a violation of its 
pledges made in the campaign of 1894, to 
relieve the people of the country from the 
conditions under which they are laboring.

Tariff Association 


AT WASHINGTON YESTERDAY 


Address of President Egleston on Bus- 
iness To Be Transacted—Report 
of Inspector Schoen, Etc. 


Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—The fif- 
teenth annual meeting of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association commenced its session 
at the Shoreham here today, with fifty- 
three companies answering the roll .and 
ninety-three representatives. 

President Thomas Egleston delivered his 
annual address, which was referred to a 
comraittee of fifteen, composed of Messrs, 
Castleman, Whitner, Weeno, Clark, Wray, 
Alfred. Mellwaine, Dewev, Wensley, Lowe, 
Thomas, Randolph, Gay, Stockdell and Mil- 
ton Dargan. 


The _ president, 
congratulating the 


in his address, after 


association on ,its 

achievements, presented several im- 

portant subjects to be considered. 

He said the executive committec deserved 
thanks for the work it had done on the new 
eeneral tariffs; recommended that * the 
charge of $75 per $1,000 for the use of kKero- 
sene oil stoves in dwelling houses be abol- 
ished; indorsed Mr. Macon Sharp for an- 
other term as fire inspector at Atlanta, and 
on state legislation said: 

‘“‘] regret io say that since.the last annual 
meeting several of the states within the 
jurisdiction of the association have placed 
upou their statute books laws: which are 
most prejudicial to your interests, as well 
as to those of the insuring public. A large 
number of your members and agents have 
exerted themselves to the utmost to prevent 
the passage of these biils, but in some of 
the states the best direeted efforts proved 
futile. The intelligent public desire to pur- 
chase insurance as any other commodity, 
but the legislatures persist in making laws 
for them. A contract of insurance which 
provides indemnity does not suit the tegis- 
lator of today. Arguments, facts, =xpert 
testimony, count for naught. The policy of 
indemnity must be legislated into a negotia- 
ble bill of exchange for its face value and 
payable to bearer. 

“These laws produce but one result-—in- 
creased losses and expenses. The only rem- 
edy is to increase rates sufficiently to meet 
this further demand upon your resources. 
There certainiy should be no doubt in the 
minds of underwriters as to what is re- 
quired. 

“It is to be regretted that the executive 
committee has been unable to bring about a 
satisfactory settlement of the differences 
with the Hamburg-Bremeén in Virginia and 
North Carolina. The entire subject has 
been set forth in a circular issucd by in- 
structions of the executive committee on 
March 7th, last. 

After reviewing the work of the Associa- 
tion in the several states, President Egles- 
ton concluded as follows: 

“And now in surrendering the trust con- 
fided' to my Keeping, permit me to express 
the belief that the tenure of this high 
office should be of limited duration, in 
order to provide for the succession of the 
many worthy aspirants ere the wheels of 
time have crushed out the realization of 
most praiseworthy ambitions. 

“In severing my official connection with 
the association I desire to express my 
heart-felt appreciation of the support, cour- 
resy and confidence enjoyed by me during 
the many years in which you have so 
greatly honored me. It shall ever be my 
great happiness to promote in the future, 
as I have striven to’ do in‘ the past, the 
interests of “the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociations ?

Pending the consideration of the presi- 
dent’s report by the committee, the asso- 
ciation took a recess. 

The committee was in session until a 
late hour tonight, and will probably make 
its report to the meeting tomorrow morn- 
ing. Thetwoprinciple topics are the Ham- 
burg-Bremen matter in Virginia, and the 
situation in M/'‘ssissippi. The Mississippi 
matter was referred to a sub-committee 
of three, composed of Messrs. Clarence 
F. Low, Milton Dargan and H. C. Stock- 
dell, which is to report to the committee 
of fifteen. 

The impressions seems to he that the 
recommendations of the president will be 
adopted notwithstanding a small, but in 
fluential, minority who are opposed to some 
of the recommendations made. It is impos- 
sible at this hour to forecast the action of 
the committee on the Hamburg-Bremen 
matter. 

Inspector Schoen’s Report. 

Mr. A. M. Schoen, electrician, after speak- 
ing of the slack way in which wiring had 
been done and the beneficial results ob- 
tained by increased rates for defective 
work, says: 

“Having the opportunity, I wish to call 
attention strongly to a new hazard short- 
ly to be dealt with.

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A TALK FROM DR. LOVE. 


Writes on the Matter of the Election of 
a Secretary. 

Dr. I. N. Love, who called for the read- 
ing of the amendment of the constitution, 
which was introduced at last year’s meet- 
ing in Baltimore, stated that. the action 
was dictated by many members of last 
year’s nominating committee and other 
friends of the association interested in 
the best business and scientific interests 
of the association, 

“An effort has been made repeatedly 
during the past ten years,"’ said Dr. Love, 
‘for the displacement of the present secre- 
tary of the association, based upon his in- 
efficiency. He has served the association 
for twenty-seven years—at least ten years 
too long—and the question involved is 
whether the American Medical Association 
is possessed of the power to elect its sec- 
retary. Last year the nominating com- 
mittee, representing every state in the 
union, unanimously elected a successor to 
Dr. Atkinson, the present incumbent. The 
technical point of order was raised by some 


‘of his friends that the constitution. pre- 


cluded any change in the office of secre- 
tary, and that he could not be removed ex- 
cept by death, resignation, or the present- 
ment of charges. Surely when every state 
in the union had favored a successor, a 
man possessed of the proper delicacy, 
would have tendered his resignation. I 
disclaim any personal feeling in the pre- 
mises other than those of sympathy for 
Dr. Atkinson, and feel that his best friends 
should advise him to resign. In the con- 
duct of a great national organization, rep- 
resenting a profession numbering more 
than 120,000 doctors, sentiment should cut 
no figure, and only that which is best for 
the body from a business, scientific. and 
general standpoint should be considered. 
The amendment to the constitution will be 
presented in the regular form today, and 
passed to its first reading. Next year it 
can be brought up in proper manner. But 


Atkinson’s. own judgment. will come to’ his 
rescue, or that some reasonably wise friend 


will advise him to tender his resignation,

PROFESSOR GUINN SELECTED. 


THE WELL-KNOWN INSTRUCTOR 
SUCCEEDS JUDGE FAIN. 


Major R. J. Guinn Was Elected County 
School Commissioner Yes- 
terday. 


Professor R. J. Guinn, the assistant state 
school commissioner, was yesterday elected 
county school commissioner. to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Judge John 
.N. Fain, whoiwas commissioner for more 
than twelve years. 

The county board of education held a 
called meeting yesterday morning and a 
full_board was present, including the three 
new members recently elected and two of 
the old board whose term of office has 
not yet expired. 

There were but two candidates for the 
position who stood the examination. Pro- 
fessor Guinn and Professor E. B. Moore, 
both «f whom have been long identified 
with scnool work in the county and who 
are widely known throughout the state. 
Both examinations were exceedingly good, 
but the preference of the board was that 
Professor Guinn be selected, and the long 
term of four years, which begins this 
morning, will be filled with Major Guinn 
in the commissioner’s chair. 

Major Guinn has been assistant state 
school commissioner for six years and was 
appointed to that office by Commissioner 
Bradwell and re-appointed by Commission- 
er R.- G. Glenn. His work has been of 
the highest and most satisfactory charac- 
ter, and he has. filled the position with 
honor and credit. He enters his new field 
of labor fully equipped for the duties of 
the office and under the new regime the 
educational affairs of the county will 
doubtless prosper. 

Commissioner Guinn will make the bond 
and take the oath of office this morning 
and will actively. enter upon the duties of 
his office today. One of the first duties 
to claim his attention will be the making 
out of the payroll for the first quarter and 
he will in a few days pay. the teachers 
their salaries, which are now considerably 
past due, 


MADE HIS REPORT. 


Superintendent Woodward’s Monthly 
Statement to the Water Board. 
The board of water commissiwners held 
a regular session yesterday afternoon and 
passed up much routine business which 

had accumulated during the month, 

Chairman Hillyer was unable to be pres- 
ent. but a quorum was on hand and the 
work speadily transacted. The report of 
Superintendent Park Woodward was read. 
Since Colonel Wcodward took charge the 
department has undergone many changes, 
all of which have been of great benetit. 
The report of the superintendeat said in 
substance: 3 

“My iast report informed you that the 
new thirty-inch main had been completed 
and tested ag far as’ North avenue, but 
work was delayed in making the connec- 
tign at that point on account of failure to 
receive the check valve, which was over- 
due about ten days. As soon as thiS vaive 
Was received it was put in, the connec- 
tion made, and work pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible on the remaining thir- 
ty-inch ine, and extending 250 feet south 
ot North avenue along Siarietta street, 
and from there reduced to twenty-four 
tnches. Bhe twenty-four-inch pipe wags 
extended 183 feet with extra heavyweight 
pipe, which was obtained from the expu- 
sition grounds and the old pumping sta- 
tigGn at South river, The pipe was again 
reduced .439 feet from North avenue to 
twenty inches, which was extended along 
Marietta street 1,464 feet to the corner of 
Johns* street, and weain reduced from 
twenty to sixteen inhes, one length, and 
io twelve inches one length, and to six 
inches. which madée the final connection 
With the main on Marietta street. By 
this manner of re@cucing friction is over- 
come «wand the gamage of a blowout is 
greatly reduced. The actual] distance from 
North avenue, by measurement, to connect 
with the six-inch fram, is 1,983 feet. 

“All of the six-inch pipe taken from 
Marietta street—1,48. feet—has been hauled 
to the following streets, passed up by the 
board: Linden avenue, Georgia avenue and 
Grant street. 

“Pipe Laid—The following six-inch pipe 
has been laid: 

“Six hundred and fifty-six feet on Linden 
avenue, from Peachtree to Wiilow. 

‘Thirteen hundred and* thirty-five feet on 
Fraser street, from Georgia avenue to Lit- 
tle street. 

“Five hundred feet on Georgia avenue, 
from Grant street east. 

“Three hundred and ninety-eight feet on 
Grant street, from Glenn to Milledge ave- 
nue. 

“All necessary valves, hydrants and fit- 
tings have been put in. Pipe will be laid 
on the other streets passed up as soon as 
ii is taken up ‘on North Pryor and Church 
streets. Very nearly all the material is 
on the ground now for that work, and 
as soon as everything is ready the work 
will be commenced and pushed forward day 
and night until completed. 

““Electrolysis—There has been found on 
the six-inch pipe on Marietta street an un- 
usual formation of scale and barnacles not 
heretofore tound except on the 3v-inch 
main, and suppose it io be caused by elec- 
trolysis. 

“Meter and Tapping Departments—Since 
the consolilation of these two departments 
March @Z2lst, 69 meters have been repaired, 
“xamined, reset and condemned. All com- 
piaints as to leaks, excessive water bills, 
etc., have been attended to and all meters 
tested before being reset. In addition fo 
this work part of the force has worked on 
the shop tepairs. Since tne order requir- 
ing the meter inspectors to make daily 
reports as to all meters not registering 
went into effect thig department is not ex- 
periencing the trouble and useless loss of 
time in examinirg meters that were re- 
ported N. G. and found running. 

“The work on meters is now practically- 
up with the reports of the inspectors, and 
unless something unexpected occurs all 
meters can be repairéd as rapidly as re- 
ported. No meters can be out of service 
from twelve to eighteen months as was 
formerly the case. 

“In the tapping and plumbing depart- 
ment there has been an extraordinary 
amount of work as compared with the 
work done at the saime date last year, 
There have beén issued since March 2ist 
109 new taps, all of which have been made 
with the exception of Sixte@ 1. These 
naven’t been made on account or the non- 
arrival of main cocks, which: have been 
ordered since April Mth, but did not arrive 
until May 4th at 7% . m. They were 
lost on the road, and it required tele- 
grams and tracers innumerable to get 
them here. On Auburn avenue all old 
iron services have been removed with the 
exception of one block, and this work will 
be completed as soon as granite blocks 
are removed and main lowered between 
Ivy and North Pryor streets. On all va- 
cant lots on this street taps have been 
made, so that it will not be necessary to 
— the street after the pavement has been 
aid. 

“Repairs huve been made to all drinking 
hydrants, miains and valves that were out 
of order. 

“We have a good machinist now in the 
employ of this department and it would 
not be necessary to get any additional 
help except in case of emergency. There 
is considerable repair work at both pump- 
ing stations that could be done here at a 
small cost. 

“Sinee January ist there has been 1,172 
meters repaired, on 478 of which there was 
no charge, and 69% on which parts were fur- 
nished and for which there,was charged 
$422.55. This money was collected by the 
tax collector and turned into the city 
treasury. 

‘Department of Engines—I submit here- 
with a report of the chief engineer as to 
duty performed at both stations and also 
as to all matters pertaining to his de- 
partment. Respectfully submitted,

WHO HELPED MYERS ESCAPE? 


A PRICE PUT UPON THE GUILTY 
PARTIES. 


Reward Offered by the Governor for 
the Men Who Are Concealing 
the Zeiglers. 

Governor Atkinson issued an important 
batch of rewards and pardons yesterday. 
The two important rewards offered are for 
the parties who assisted Will Myers to 
escape and for the parties who are assist- 
ing the Zeigler brothers to evade the law. 

A reward of $100 is offered for the arrest, 
with proof to convict, of any person oF 
persons who assisted Will Myers to e5- 
eape from Fulton county jail on October 
2Zist last. 

The escape of Will Myers is still fresh in 
the public mind, and the talk of his being 


only ended in talk and rumors, but now 
that a substantial incentive is in view, it 
may be possible that the guilty parties, :f 
such there are, will be brought to justice. 

Another important reward that will un- 
doubtedly bring mofe than one party to 
justice is a reward of $250 for any party 
that has assisted the Zeigler brothers to 
evade arrest. Solomon and Corrie Zeigler 
are wanted in Screven county under an in- 
dictment for murder. They have any 
number of friends who have concealed 
and assisted them to prevent arrest. 

They have defied the law, the sheriff and 
a small army of private detectives. It is 
well known that their friends have as- 
sisted them, but now that $250 has been 
offered for each person aiding them, it is 
probable that their number of friends will 
be considerably diminished. 

John Howard, who shot and killed Clay- 
ton Martin in Taliaferro county on the 
18th of last month, had a reward of $100 
put upon hig head yesterday. He escaped 
after the killing, and his whereabouts is 
still a matter of mystery. 

M. M. Whité Was arrested last January 

and fined $25 for falsely imprisoning a 
citizen of Atlanta. White was a police 
officer and arrested a party that made 
trouble in his efforts to clear the streets 
for a military parade. The case created no 
end of talk at the time. Governor Atkin- 
son yesterday pardoned White and ordered 
the fine remitted. 
Alexander Wheeler was pardoned from 
the Clayton county chaingang. He was 
serving a twelve months’ term for assault 
and battery. Dan Coles, who was serving 
a like term in Cobb county for selling 
prow without a license, was also par- 
oned.

The Entire Matter Was Referred to a 
Committee with Power To Act. 


THE SHORTAGE COVERS SEVERAL YEARS 


Mr. Cooper’s Attorneys Ask for an 
Early Conference with a View of 
Liquidating the Amount. 


The amount of money which ex-County 
Clerk John Tyler Cooper is due the county 
has been placed at $7,331.42. 

These figures are the result of the exam- 
inaticn of the books and records which has 
been conducted under the direction of the 
finance committee of the board of county 
commissioners and include $5,553.17, priaci- 
pal, and $1,778.25, interest. 

At the meeting of the board of county 
commissioners yesterday, the report was 
filed by the finance committee and was 


referred to the committee on finance and 
County Attorney Rosser, with power to act, 
subject to the ratification of the board. 

Mr. Cooper was not present at the meet- 
ing, but Was represented by Attorneys B. 
H. Hill and J. T. Glenn, who have been re- 
tained as his counsel, 

The report, which had been prepared by 
Mr. Waldo, was quite lengthy, and on this 
account it Was not read, but copies were 
ordered to be mace and the matter was 
referred in its entirety to the finance com- 
mittee. 

Atiorney Glenn stated to the commission- 
ers. that he had no desire to enter into a 
discussion of the matter, but wanted it re- 
ferred to a committee which wou!d confer 
with the attorneys of Mr. Cooper. 

“The report has been made without Mr. 
Cooper seeing it, and we do not know 
whether it is correct or not. We are not 
prepared to accept or deny the amounts, 
but want the report referred to the com- 
mittee, so that we can confer with the 
committee and make an investigation of 
the report.” 

The report was then referred and the 
committee will meet the attorney of Mr. 
Cooper in a few days and it is quite proba- 
ble that the matter will be adjusted. 

Mr. Cooper called at the office of Clerk 
Kentz after the meeting adjourned and 
looked over the statement in regard to the 
shortage. He found several entr:es which 
he said were incorrect, but stated that he 
would leave everything in the hands of his 
attorneys. 

The Committee’s Report. 

The result of the investigation which has 
been made by the finance committee is em- 
bodied in the report which was filed with 
the board of county commissioners. The ex- 
aminationof the records was made by an 
expert accountant, A. L. Waldo, and the re- 
port he made the finance committee 1s as 
follows: 

“In obedience to the instructions given 
me by your committee to investigate and 
report to you the amo due by Mr. John 
Tyler Cooper to Fult county on account 
of collections made for Aiquor and show li- 
cense, etc., during hig term of office as 
clerk of the hoard commissioners of 
roads and revenues, I° have made diligent 
search through the records of the office and 
other sources, and submit herewith my re- 
port. By this report and the various ex- 
hibits attached you will see that the fol- 
lowing amounts were collected:

“IT have been unable to find in the office 
any record of show licenses issued since 


“Prior and up to that time the clerk kept 
a cash book, upon which was entered a re- 
cord of all receipts. He also kept a show li- 
cense book with printed forms for licenses, 
and this book was in use within the past 
year, as shown by the printed licenses is- 
sued to Mr. L. DeGive. 

“Neither of the books can now be founa, 
although diligent search has been made for 
them. Without them there is no way to 
find out how much has been collected from 
circuses and other visiting shows since 1889. 

“By reference to exhibit A it will be seen 
that the commissioners in January, 1882. fix- 
ed the price of quart licenses, outside the 
corporate limits of Atlanta, West End and 
East Point, at $00 per annum, and this 
price was not changed until 1887. 

“Between these dates there were issued 
eight quart licenses which appear to come 
under this head: 

“J. W. Dennis, on Mayson and Yurner’s 
Ferry road, 1882; J. A. Loftis. on Marietta 
road, 1882, 1883 and 1884; A. J. McAllister, on 
Marietta road, 1882; M. Rich, Marietta road, 
junction of DeFoors Ferry and Howell's 
Mill roads, 1883 and 1882; Hollis & Bohanon, 
Marietta road, 1883. 

. “Mr. Cooper, however, states most posi- 
tively that only $25 was charged for each of 
these licenses, as this portion of the county

had been made a part of the corporation of 
Atlanta for police purposes and for the reg- 
ulation of the sale of liquor by an act of 
the legislature approved February 28, 1874. 
A copy of that portion of the act relating to 
this subject is herewith submitted: 

J. Loftis states to me that he paid 
Only $25 for each of the licenses issued to 
him. I wrote H. Rich, asking him how 
much he paid for the licenses issued him, 
and he replied that he did not recollect the 
amount. 

“I believe the statements made by Mr. 
Cooper and Mr. Loftis in regard to this 
matter to be true, and hence, I have charg- 
ed these licenses in the statement at 825 
each, but think best to bring the matter to 
your attention. The amount involved is 
$3,800, being the difference between $500 each 
and $25 each on eight licenses. 

“There was formerly kept by the clerk 
of your board a book upon which “‘sales of 
estrays’’ were entered. The book is still in 
the office, but no entry of sales has been 
made in it since it was examined by Mr. W. 
T. Wall and myself in 1886. I have not been 
enabled to learn whether or not any es- 
trays have been sold since then.”

Mr. Cooper has had but little to say since 
he placed the matter in the hands of his at- 
torneys, but there is now but little doubt 
that the money will soon be placed to 
his credit on the books of the county.

Mr. Forrest Adair Says the County Has 
Been Losing That Amount. 


AN INVESTIGATION TO FOLLOW 


It Is Claimed That Banking and Loan 
Companies Have Been Giving in 
Assets at a Low Valuation. 


Commissioner Forrest Adair created a 
Sersation yesterday morning in the meet- 
ing of the board of ccunty commissioners 
when he stated to the board that he had 
rade the discovery that the county had 
been losing many thousand ‘dollars an- 
nually on accovnt of the failure of corpo- 
rations to give in the full amount of their 
property for taxation. 

Mr. Adair said he had been quietly mak- 
ing an investigation for several days, and 
the leakage was discovered by making a 
research into the tax books of the county 
and ccmparing the amount of property re- 
turned by the sworn statements of the 
banking and loan companies which wee 
annually filed with Ahe comptroller gen- 
eral. 

The statement which was furnished the 
board by the commissioner created sur- 
prise, as Mr. Adair had not mentioned 
the matter until he had completed his in- 
vestigation, which was late Tuesday 
night. 

The matter was referred to the finance 
committ2e and county attorney after quite 
a lergthy discussion, and an investigation 
will be made at once by this committee, 
and a report will be made back to the 
bcard at the next meeting, or at a called 
mecting if necessary, 

Mr. Adair stated that he was sure the 
amourt lost by the county on account of 
the failure of the banking and loan firms 
to give in the full value of their property 
for taxaticn would amount to at least $25,- 
000 per annum, and probably more, as he 
had not made a very extended research 
into the matter, but had seen enough to 
cause ‘him to make the statement to the 
board. 


Mr. Adair Throws a Bomb. 


“IT hav@ a matter which I wish to bring 
to the attention of the board, Mr. Chair- 
man,’’ said Mr. Adair, as he brought forth 
a batch of papers from his pocket. ‘In 
examining the tax digest my attention has 
been called to the very low tax returns 
that have been made by several large 
corporations in Atlanta, and I have gone 
to tne trouble fo compare their tax re- 
turns with the sworn statements made 
to the comptroller general and to their 
stock holders, and I find that there is a 
very wide difference, and I think that.the 
matter deserves being looked into, as IT Xn 
confident that some of these institutions 
are liable for a great deal more tax thar 
they are now paving. 

“IT am aware of the fact that some of 
these company’s claim that for some rea- 
son they are exempt from the tax, but I 
do not know that their reasons are good, 
and I think that the county’s interest 
should be looked after by someone, and if 
theyv are liable for the tax they should be 
made to pay, and if they are not liable 
the matter should be definitely settled so 
that it will in the future be understood 
beyond any doubt,’’ 

“What corporation do you refer to?” in- 
quired Commissioner Spalding. 

“One. of them ™ the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company, who make a state- 
ment to the comptroller general placing 
their assets at $759,822:04, while their re- 
turn for taxation is only $28,000. Now, I 
am informed that this matter was brought 
up once before and that the attorney 
general, Mr. Clifford Anderson, gave an 
opinion that they were exempt on a part 
of their assets, but that they were not 
exempt on the whole of it, and I am in- 
formed that there is some doubt as to 
whether or not this opinion would now 
hold, as it has been several years since 
it was given. 

“T have taken four of the largest com- 
panies as an example and find that the 
National Railway Building and Loan As- 
sociation have assets amounting to $269,- 
oe aie while their tax return shows’ only 

Vio. 

“The Atlanta Banking Company has as- 
sets amounting to $270,000, and give Tn only 
$63,000 for taxation. 

“The Georgia Loan, Savings and Banking 
Company have $200,000 and give in only 
$12,000, You will observe that the total 
differences between the actual assets and 
the amount returned for taxation by the 
four companies named is $1,3$5,705.32, upon 
which the tax for 1895 would have amount- 
ed to over $15,000, which is quite a targe 
sum for the county to be deprived of, 
provided she is entitled to it, so I would 
like to have a resolution passed referring 
this entire matter to the finance com- 
mittee with the county attorney, so that 
the matter may be taken up, and if these 
companies wish to be heard upon the 
matter they can have the opportunity and 
the question can be settled as to the lia- 
bility for the tax. 

Means Much to the County. 

“I do not know anything about the facts 
in this case,”’ said Chairman Collier, “but 
I do not think that w2 should make a 
mountain out of a mole hill or stir up a 
sensation, unless there is some just 
cavse. It does seem that if these people 
have not been paying taxes there must 
be some good reason for it, and I do 
not believe in bringing these matters up 
without giving them an opportunity to be 
heard from,”’ 

“TI do not know what the chairrean re- 
fers to,’’ said Mr. Adair, “when he men- 
tions mountains and mole hills, nor do } 
care, but I do know that it is apparent 
that the county is losing a very great deal 
of money, and 1 have merely asked that 
this matter be referred to the proper com- 
mittee so that these people may have an 
opportunity to be heard. 

“I do not wish to do anybody an injus- 
tice, and I know that they are home in- 
stitutions and should be fostered and en- 
couraged, but at the same time I believe 
in an equalization of taxation, and I do 
not think that it is fair to exempt any one 
from taxation on their personal property 
and throw the entire burden on the real 
estate owners of the county, which seems 
at present to be the tendency. I am’ per- 
fectly familiar with the old argument that 
Fulton county pays one-eighth of the state 
tax, and I am not quite sure but what 
Atlanta is worth one-eighth of the state. 
I am also familiar with some of the rea- 
sons which these companies claim will ex- 
empt them from the tax, but I think that 
the matter should be taken up properly 
and legally decided, and I cannot see how 
the chairman or any one can object to 
such a course.” 

Mr. Spalding then seconded the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Adair and the matter

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ATLANTA HOME’S ANSWER 
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To the Statement of Mr. Adair of the 


County Commission, 


Editor Constitution: We are informed 
that at a meeting of the county commis- 
sioners held today Mr. Forrest Adair, a 
member of the board, made reference to 
ceratin corporations in the city that had 
not paid the amount of taxes which they 
are required by law to pay, and among the 
corporations named he mentions the Aflianta 
Home Insurance Company, stating that 
while it returned to the comptroller gen- 
eral assets amounting to $759,822.04 it only 
pays taxes on $28,000. 

Whether Mr. Adair’s reference to the At- 
lanta Home Company was due to ignorance 
of the facts and the law, or whether it 
was due to an intention to cofitinue a war- 
fare which he seems to have been conduct- 
ing against this company since his elec- 
tion as county commissioner, I am not 
prepared to say, but certainly his statement 
is a gross injustice to the company, since 
the company has always paid every dollar 
of taxes for which it is liable and which 
can be justly claimed against it. In order 
that no one may be misled by the state- 
ments of Commissioner Adair I will state 
that it seems to be the policy of Georgia 
as well as most of the states in the union, 
if not all, to tax insurance companies on 
the amount of business done by them in 
the sfate in preference to taxing them 
upon the capital, which is regarded under 
the law a trust fund pledged for the se- 
curity of policy holders, and which must 
be invested under certain rules which the 
law lays down. 

The reason for taxing all fire insurance 
companies on premiums is obvious. When 
it is considered that a large bulk of the 
premiums paid by Georgia citizens are patd 
to companies located in other states and 
in foreign countries, and it being impossi- 
ble to reach the capital of these companies 
for taxation, it will be seen that the only 
practicable method for taxing them is to 
tax the amount of business done in each 
state and territory. The law does not 
allow a discrimination to be made between 
companies, and hence, the policy of the 
state being to put all companies on the 
same footing, requires them to pay on the 
amount of business done. Applying this 
rule to business done in Georgia the state 
receives between $10,000 and $15,000 more 
annually from fire insurance companies 
than it would receive if the plan of taxing 
capital instead of premiums had _ been 
adopted. The effect of the present method 
of taxation, which not only applies to Geor- 
gia, but to New York and Massachusetts, 
is to encourage the building of home com- 
panies and the saving of a large premium 
to the people.of the state. The effect of a 
change of the plan, as Mr. Adair seems 
to think he has a right to demand, would 
be to stifle every local company in the 
state and to force the business into for- 
eign institutions. 

The Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
1s owned almost entirely by Georgia citi- 
zens, 134 of them residing in the city of 
Atlanta, eighty-three in the state outside 
of Atlanta, and only twelve outside the 
state. These people have invested their 
money in a laudable enterprise with a view 
to saving some of the insurance premiums 
in the state. 

The company has done and is conducting 
a profitable and laudable business. It com- 
plies with every requirement of the law, 
being taxed as other companies are taxed: 
it pays taxes in New York, Illinois and all 
the other states in which it does business, 
and in return all the companies doing busi- 
ness in Georgia must pay a like tax. - 

The matter referred to by Mr. Adair has 
been long. since ruled upon by the attor- 
ney general of the state, and I am informed 
that the comptroller general has communti- 
cated to the county offictals that the com- 
pany pays all taxes which are required 
of it in this county. I submit, therefore, 
that it is hardly fair to many of the citi- 
nens of Atlanta who own stock in the At- 
lant& Home Insurance Company that Mr. 
Adair should pr: fer such charges without 
giving the compuny notice of his intention 
when he, as a sworn official of this coun- 
iv. owes it as much to this company and 


®.ts stockholders as jo other citizens that 


he should be just and jampartial. 

When Mr. Adair was elected a commis- 
sioner the Atlanta. Home Insurance Com- 
pany was carrying a. large proportion of 
the insurance on the buildings owned by 
the county. The commiss‘oners for years 
have recognized the company’s rights to 
have preference at this insurance. From 
time to time these policies have been taken 
from this company and placed, we under- 
stand, through Mr. Adair’s influence, or at 
least with his approval, with agents in 
the city representing outside companies 
chiefly. This insurance was on the court- 
house and furniture, the county prison, 
almshouse and the asylum, the premiums 
on which amounted fo about $900 during 
the past twelve months, a large amount

Howard Downs Lawson in Fine Shape 
on Some Congressional Utterances 
and Carried the Day. 


Washington, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—It 


has been Known and published for some 
time that Judge Lawson and Hon. W. M. 
Howard would have a joint debate 
today. 

By 9 o'clock people could be seen pouring 
jn town from every section of the county, 
and when the hour for speaking arrived 
no less than 400 or 500 people were packed 
and jammed in the courthouse and crowd- 
ed around the doors and windows, im- 
patient for the speaking to begin. 

According to terms of agreement be- 
tween the two candidates, Mr. Howard 
Was to commence at 11 o'clock and speak 
for one hour and ten minutes. Judge 
Lawson to follow with of one 
hour and thirty minutes, and Mr. Howard 
to close the debate in a speech of twenty 


minutes. 
Mr. Howard Begins. 


Mr. Howard began promptly at 11 o'clock. 
He was greeted with a deafening cheer, 
and for one hour and’ten minutes held his 


a speech 


audience spellbound, giving to them a com- | 


pact, logical and exhaustive view of the 
financial question, dealing in nothing but 
facts and arguments based on history and 
@tatistics. He stated that he could make 
nothing stronger than facts, and he poured 
them into his audience and _ convinced 
them. Although the friends of Judge Law- 
son had repeatedly made the charge that 
there was no argument to Howard's side 
of the question, and that his only resource 
was to ridicule his opponent’s views with- 
out answering his arguments, the only 
humor he indulged in was to occasionally 
ridicule his opponent’s many and varied 
positions on the money question since his 
entering public life, much to the amuse- 
ment of his audience. His speech was ap- 
Plauded from beginning to end. 
Judge Lawson’s Speech. 

Judge Lawson opened the debate by say- 
ing that the money question’ was not a 
political one, but an economic question: 
that he was once a free coinage man: had 
Written, spoken and voted for silver at 
16 tol, but that he was not then informed. 
Had since studied the question, and his 
mind had changed. 

“Now, I believe that the free coinage 
of silver would be disastrous to every in- 
terest of the country.”’ That he once 
thought like Mr. Howard, but did not 
think like he does naw. Gold standard 
men are the only true bimetallists. Silver 
and gold must be coined by their com- 
mercial and not by their unit ratio. We 
were practically on the gold standard prior 
to 1873. The effect of prior legislation was 
to demonetize silver and produce a gold 
standard. 

He said that the history of all countries 
went to show that it was impossible to 
Maintain a fixed ratio between gold and 
silver. He made no new arguments, but 
went over the same line as in all of his 
previous speeches. 
and respectful hearing, although the 
crowd was overwhelmingly for Howard. 


Howard Shows Up Lawson. 

When Mr. Howard arose to make his 
concluding speech there was a determined 
expression on his face which forewarned 
the audience of the drubbing Judge Lawson 
Was going to receive. He attacked Judge 
Lawson about his statement in one of his 
Speeches in congress in which he said al] 
men advocating the free coinage of silver 
were demagogues. Mr, Howard asked him 
if he was a demagogue, when he laid aside 
the practice of law and joined the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, subscribing to their princi- 
ples and standing on their platform which 
declared for free coinage at the ratio of 
16 to 1, both at Ocala and St. Louis. He 
also attacked Judge Lawson’s statement 
that the people were as prosperous as they 
ever were. | 

Mr. Howard proved the fallacy of it by 
stating the fact that in 1873 cotton was 
worth 16 to 17 cents and from that time 
had steadily gone down to 7 and 8 cents 
a pound. Wheat in 1873 was worth $1.65 
per’ bushel, and had steadily gone down 


eta ta..ti it was worth now only 50 cents per 


bushel and every other commodity had de- 
clined in like proportion. He confronted 
him with the fact that from 172 to 1873 
gold and silver were yoked together each 
mutually helping to carry our financial 
burden, but in 1873 gold turned the yoke 
on silver and the price of commodities had 
been falling steadily since that time. He 
read from Judge Lawson’s letter in which 
he said he would not be a candidate for 
congress if the national platform at Chi- 
cago declared for free coinage, and he 
also read from Judge Lawson’s second 
‘letter in which he announced that he would 
again be a candidate after he had been to 
Washington city. 

Mr. Howard declared in conclusion that 
if he was so fortunate as to be selected as 
the next representative from the eighth 
congressional district he would be 
true to all the trusts imposed in him and 
stand firm for the free coinage of sifver 
and more for the interests of his con- 
stituents. 

The general consensus of opinion fs that 
Hon. W. M. Howard carried the day, suc- 
eessfully meeting every argument of his 
opponent and advancing numerous argu- 
ments for the cause of silver which 
drought back the wavering gnd held fast 
the many advocates of free coinage in the 


county.

WHEN THE LATTER WAS KILLED 


Business Before the Courts in Macon. 
Status of Mrs. Nobles’s Case—The 
Work To Save Allen’s Neck. 


Macon, Ga., May 6.—(€Special.)—In Bibb 
superior court today Ebb Singleton was 
acquitted of the charge of the murder 
of Jim Franklin. The jury was out but 
a short while. The defense claimed that 
Singleton and Franklin were tusseling in 


fun over the possession of a pistol, when 
the weapon fired accidentally, and Frank- 
lin was fatally shot. The jury took this 
view of it, and acquitted Singleton. He 
was ably defended by Colonel John R. 
Cooper. 

Judge Boarman Presiding. 

The United States court was in session 
today, Judge Aleck Boarman, of Louisiana, 
presiding. Judge Boarman dispatches 
business rapidly. His methods are orig- 
inal and refreshing. He has very little 
use for frills and red tape, and does not 
pay much attention to |. technicalities. 
There is a vein of humor in the judge 
that is entertaining. Yet he has suffi- 
clent austerity and dignity toa enforce 
obedience and command respect. He was 
appointed a United States district judge 
of Louisiana by President Arthur. He is 
a jurist of much ability and high charac- 
ter, and a very courteous and genial gen- 
tleman. 

The grand jury was organized today, and 
Mr. George: W. Adams, the well-known 
editor of The Eatonton ‘Messenger, was 
elected foreman. The docket was called. 
Several’ defendants failed to respond to 
their names, and their bonds were forfeit- 
ed. Numerous cases were assigned for 
trial this week and next week. 

The Nobles Case. 

Now that ‘Mrs. Nobles’s attorneys have 
decided not to press Mrs. Nobles’s case 
in the United States court, that tribunal 
will order the case stricken from the 
docket, and the mandate of that court 
will be made the judgment of the United 
States court at Macon. When this is 
done, the woman will be remanded to the 
custody of the state authorities. It is 
not known how long it will be before 
Judge Speer will pass such an order. He 
is now in New Orleans, where he will be 
for some time. As soon as Mrs. Nobles 
is back in the custody of the state au- 
thorities her attorneys will probably peti- 
tion the ordinary of Twiggs county to is- 
sue a writ of lunacy on which she may 
be tried. This will then open up channels 
of appeals in both the state and the United 
States courts, and the case may again 
reach the United States supreme court. 
The probability is that Mrs. Nobles has 
yet a long while to live.

The Defendants in Their Answer Claim 
That the Bank President Is To 
Blame in the Matter. 


_ €olumbus,.Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
Chattahoochee National bank, now  de- 
funct, recently filed through its receiver, 
Mr. J. .F. Flournoy, suits against Messrs. 
W. H, Tuggle, R. 8. Grier and J. Ce 
Molder, of this city, aggregating $20,000, 
To answer the defendants have filed with 


the clerk of the federal court statements 
that are quite sensational in their nature 
and which have provoked considerable 
comment. 

The cases will be tried at the next term 
of the court, very probably, and their out- 
come will be awaited with great interest. 
The suits filed against Messrs. Tuggle, 
Molder and Grier are for $10,000, $5,000 and 
$5,000, respectively, for the payment of al- 
leged notes now past due. The defendants, 
in their answer, admit the signing of the 
notes, but claim that they did so purely 
to accommodate President H. H. Epping, 
of the bank, who asked them to sign them, 
assuring them that the bank would not 
hold them liable thereon. 

Mr. Molder’s Answer. 

Mr. Molder’s answer states he was ap- 
proached by Mr. H. H. Epping, who stated 
the Chattahoochee National bank had 
given credit to the Chattahoochee Brewing 
Company, and it was then indebted to 
said bank in a larger sum than was al- 
lowed by the banking law, and that for 
the accommodation of the bank he desired 
the defendant to sign a note for $5,000; 
that said bank would not hold him liable 
thereon, that as evidence of the good in- 
tention of the bank in the matter he would 
place as- collateral $5,000 on the first mort- 
gage bonds of the brewery. 

What Mr. Tuggle Says. 

Mr, Tuggle is being sued on ap accept- 
ance of a draft drawn in favor of the 
Connellsvillle Coal and Coke 
Company for $10,000, Mr. Tuggle states in 
his answer that Mr. Epping requested him 
to sign the paper, and that he (Tuggle) 
asked why he did not obtain the signature 
of some one in the bank. Mr. Epping said 
that the national banking laws prohibited 
it and that it was only a matter of form— 
an accommodation only—and_ that there 
would be no hereafter about the transac- 
tion, and that he would in nowise be ex- 
pected to pay the same, That it was nec- 
essary for such a paper to be made to 
be able to get any money. 

Mr. Tugegle alleges that the paper was 
given without benefit or consideration; 
that it was fraudulently obtained and was 
for the purpose of evading laws, and that 
he had never been called upon to pay the 
same until the bank went into  liquida- 


tion,

Committee Report on President Cole’s 
Address Is Likely To Arouse a 
Lively Debate Today. 


The second day’s session of the American 
Medical Association's convention was even 
livelier than the first and before the day’s 
work ended a red-hot fight was precipitat- 
ed on the question of retaining Dr. W. 
D. Atkinson in the position of permanent 
secretary of the association. 

Dr. Atkinson has been the secretary of 
the association for thirty-four years For 
several years past an element in the asso- 
ciation has tried to depose the secretary, 
always without success. This year the ef- 
fort is being mtade with redoubled energy 


. and those who are leading the attack claim 


that their chances of ousting Dr. Atkinson 
mre better than they ever were before. 
The attack on the venerable secretary 
Was begun by Dr. Il. N. Love, of St. Louis, 
at the morning session in the Grand opera 


y,house yesterday. 


President Beverly Cole was in the chair 
and he had all he cuould attend to to keep 
the convention from running wild when the 
fight was at its height. 

It was frequently necessary for the presi- 
dent to resort to methods that were almost 
Reed-tike. So emphatic were his rulings 
Cn occasions that somfeone in the audience

ainounced that the doctors had a second 
Tom Reed to govern their deliberations. 

“My name is not Reed,” said President 
Cole, “but you doctors sometimes need a 
czar to preside at this table in order to 
maintain order. I am willing to grant 
courtesies as long as such tactics can be 
properly enforced, but when it becomes 
necessary to be stringent and to con- 
fine’ purselves strictly to parliamentary 
usag.s I am prepared to do it.” 

Kvidently the president felt the time 
had come yesterday for he wielded his 
gavel with more determination than usual, 
and he held the fighting delegates in per- 
fect control. After the convention Dr. 
Cole was congratulated on all sides for the 
splendid way in which he managed a 
body of warring delegates who were in- 
clined to be belligerent on a1 occasions. 

The First Shot Fired. 

In beginning his attack on the secretary, - 
Dr. Love declared that he felt kindly to- 
ward Dr. Atkinson and had nothing but 
high regardgfor the doctor as a man, but 


he said Ye felt it his duty to urge the elec~ | 
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tion of a younger man to the position of 
secretary. This, he said, he did with great 
regret, for he would like to see Dr. At- 
kinson accorded every honor. He insisted 
that while it was an unpleasant duty to 
perform that it was necessary for the in- 
terest of the association that a younger, 
more active and vigorous man than Dr. 
Atkinson should be _ selected. 

“We need an up to date secretary,”’ said 
Dr. Love; ‘“‘a man who jis young’and ac- 
tive ad nean give quickly to the presiding 
officer the name of any member of this 
body the instant he rises from his seat to 
address the thair. We need a man who 
can make a stenographic report of the con- 
vention proceedirgs and who is thoroughly 
up to date, 
up to date. 

Dr. Love was treading on dangerous 
grounds, for he was opening an old ‘wound. 
The samre battle: had been fought over be- 
fore and every time it had engendered 
hard feelings and factional strife. It was 
clear to an observer that. there were many 
in the big convention who were glad to 
hear Dr. Love’s remarks, and that there 
Was as many, if not more, who wanted 
him to stop. Dr. Love appreciated his 
position and he said: 

An Unpleasant Task. 

*“T know that there are many here who 
will criticise me for bringing up this pain- 
ful subject. 1 assure you that I do it with 
the greatest regret. It is from no personal 
motives, but because I think the good of 
the association demands it. It is a dis- 
agreeable task, but I have been assigned 
to do it by a great many members of the 
organization and I feel that I must do it, 
however unpleasant it may be for mre. 

‘No one likes more than I to avoid an 
unpleasant task of any kind and especially 
do I regret this, but when a man insists 
on retaining his position when every mem- 
ber of the nominating committee has voted 
for his successor, then I say it becomes 
necessary for us to bring the matter before 
the convention. It is not in the best taste, 
to say the least, for Dr. Atkinson to retain 
his position. 

“My position is that Dr. Atkinson has 
not attended to his duties efficiently and 
in support of that position I desire to call 
attention to the fact that the secretary did 
not include in the minutes of the last an- 
nual convention, held in Baltimore, a reso- 
lution that was offered providing for a 
change in thé constitution so that a secre- 
tary can be elected every year at the 
pleasure of the association. 

Dr. Ellis Called Upon. 

‘T call upon Dr. Burke Eilis to state 
what occurred at the last day’s session 
of the last convention, when tiie resolution 
providing for the election of a new secre- 
tary by the convention every year was 
proposed.”’ 

Dr. Ellis rose from his seat and was 
about to explain, when President Cole 
called him to order on technical grounds 
and forbade him from speaking at that 
tinte. 

Then Dr. Love called upon Dr. Daniel 
McLean, who was president of the associa- 
tion last year, to state what occurred at 
the Baltimore convention. Dr. McLean, 
who was on the stage, advanced to the 
footlights and in a very humorous talk 
declined to act as arbiter in a discussion 
between doctors. He said that he believed 
the convention was inteiligent enough to 
sit for itself wilhout advice from nim 
and that there were enough delegates pres- 
ent who attended the last convention to 
make a fair decision concerning the inerits 
of the case. He washed his hands of the 
whole matter, and stirred up the risibilities 
of the large audience. 

Dr. Atkinson Explains. 

Dr. Atkinson explained his connection 
with the last convention, and said that if 
any resolutions had been left out it was 
because they had been presented too ‘ate 
for publication, He said that the resolu- 
tion over which there was so much agita- 
tion had been sent to him in August, though 
the convention was held in» May, ind he 
said that he was not at all responsible for 
the non-appearance of the resolution in the 
regularly published minutes, 

Dr. Love and Dr. Ellis presented a story 
of how the resolution had been presented 
on the last day of the convention, 
led President Cole to remark that a ques- 
tion of fact and veracity was in dispute. 

A Motion To Table. 


At this juncture Dr. Isaac N. Quinby, of 
New Jersey, moved that the whole matter 
be laid upon the table for one vear. 

The motion of Dr. Quinby brought forth 
cheers from one portion of the audience. 
The president called for a standing vote, 
which was finally counted in some confu- 
sion, resulting in the passage of Dr. Quin- 
by’s motion to table by a vote of ™ to 67. 

Atkinson Gets First Blood. 

This gave first blood to Secretary Atkin- 
son, but the other side did not give up the 
argument. Dr. Ellis said that the omission 
of the resolution providing for vearly elec- 
tions of the secretary was not the only 
offense of Secretary Atkinson, but that he, 
Ellis, had offered a resolution inviting cer- 
tain members of the profession to become 
members of the association, and he ‘said 
that the resolution nad never: been ]} ublish- 
ed in the minutes. This called for more 
explanations and further arguments, which 
occupied the attention of the convention 
until the hour of adjournment arrived. 

Dr. Love, of Missouri, was so disgusted 
at tne vote which caused the postpone- 
ment of the fight on the secretary for an- 
other vear that he made a motion suggest- 
ing that Dr. Atkinson’s term be for life, 
and that the convention be forbidden to 
elect a new secretary on any occasion, 

his called forth cries of dissent. 


Dr. Osler’s Splendid Paper. 

If the fight over Secretary Atkinson had 
not been precipitated the session yesterday 
would have been one cf great interest if 
only the paper of Professcr William Osler, 
of Johns dopkins university, had been pre- 
sented. This in itself was enough to make 
the occasion memorable 

Dr. Osler is professor of medicine at 
Johns Hopkins and his interesting paper 
was on the subject, ““The Study of the 
Fevers of the South.”’ & 

Dr. Osler dealt with fevers of all kinds 
in a technical way, but in an unusually 
lucid manner. 

lie showed that he had given the matter 
the profoundest study and was thorougbly 
well informed on the question. He said 
that fever was the greatest of the three 
great enemies of humar ity, the cther two 
being famine ard war 

The pader was applauded frequently and 
when Dr. Osler finished he was the recipi- 
ent of the heartiest congratulations. 

Invited to New Orleans.’ 

During the miscellai eous. Susiness an 

invitation was read from the (Louisiana 
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State Medical Society asking all the doctors 
to be present at the annual convention in 
New Orleans May 12th to 15th. The invi- 
tation was accepted. 

A committee has been appointed to con- 
sider the suggestions ccntained in the an- 
nual address of President Cole, which was 
delivered Tuesday. The report of this com- 
mittee promises to be a very interesting 
one and may be presented at today’s ses- 
sion, 

Or. Cole was not mincing in his methods 
of attacking some of the modern evils 
to b2 found in the medical profession, and 
he-rapped some of the customs with gloves 
off. 

His severe denunciation of the way in 
which some members of the medical pro- 
fession took advantage of rushing into 
print with new discoveries for advertising 
purposes will probably cail for some action 
at the hands of the convention ‘and it is 
probable that the president’s position will 
be indorsed. é 

An Interesting Report Expected. 

The report of this committee is apt to 
deal‘also with the question of appendicitis 
and an opinion may be advanced as to the 
advisability of the use of the knife on 
every occasion.

The president’s discourse on women’s ail- 
ments was of special interest to the medi- 
cal profession.

GIVEN AN OLD-FASHIONED GEOR. 
GIA SPREAD 


At Lithia Springs—Two Thousand 
People Gathered Around the Ta- 
bles Yesterday Afternoon. 


One of the biggest barbecues ever given 
on Georgia soil was that at Lithia Springs 
yesterday, when Mr. E. W. Marsh enter- 
tained the visiting doctors. 

Everything that goes to mrake the Geor- 
gia barbecue the greatest feast of epicur- 
ean taste was there. Chief Cook Ware 
had the meet prepared to the queen’s 
taste. Lithia water flowed freely, and 
other beverages of a more exhilarating 
type. abounded. 

By 12:30 o’clock the union depot was 
swarming with people. There were present 
doctors from all over the union, with their 
wives and daughters, the local fraternity 
in force, and Atlanta girls galore, who 
were out to make the occasion more charm- 
ing, and to help make the barbecue a suc<- 
cess by their beauty and their wit. 

The train was made up in two sections 
of about eight coaches each, and every 
coach was packed. Fully two thousand 
people went out from the city, and when 
the local contingent at Lithia, incfuding 
the guests at the Sweetwater Park hotel, 
had swelled the creowd, twenty-five hun- 
dred people had assembled in the grove in 
which the ’cue was spread. 

Everything work without a hitch, and 
when the trains returned to Atlanta late 
in the evening, a happier and a better sate 
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isfied crowd never disembarked ‘In the 
heart of the city to disperse to their 
various homes and give glowing accounts : 
of the day's outing, 

The Scene at the ’Cue. 

The tables were spread in the beautiful 
grove around the famous sanlt spring, 
which, since the days when the Indian 
tribes resorted to it to drink its healing 
waters, has been famous all through this 
section. : 

The dunrmy train and private convey- 
ances carried down immense crowds, and 
hundreds walked the short half-mile from 
the depot to the grove. The tables were 
covered with snowy duck, and the .ntoxi- 
cating aroma of the cooking viands, 
mingled with the sweet smell of the Geor- 
gia pines, quickened many a step, as the 
pedestrians drew near the grove. By 1 
o’clock the meats were cooked to a turn, 
and the negro waiters quickly bore the 
steaming meats to the chopping table, 
where others, with broad axes in hand, 
soon chopped them into fragments and 
scraped them into the pans for distribue 
tion. 

It was a new sight to most cf the visi- 
tors, who had never before seen a Geor- 
gia ‘cue in course of preparation, and the 
way in which the viands disappeared was 
a complintent to Chief Codk Ware's skill. 

By the time that the big tin pan was 
beaten as a signal that dinner was ready, 
fully twenty-five hundred souls were wait- 
ing under the magnificent oaks. The whole 
grove was fragrant with the scent -of 
the hawthorne buds and the wild honéy- 
suckle, and the aroma of the steaming 
lambs, and shoats and Brunswick stew 
would have whetted the appetite of the 
most confirmed dyspeptic. 

When the signal to fall to cdme there 
was a grand rush for the long tables. 
Everything was ready and busy waiters 
soon had every one supplied. There was 
lamb, beef, shoat and delightful stew, and 
no stint of everything. The Lithia water 
from the flowing spring near by was sup- 
posed to be the favorite beverage, but a 
seore or more of icy cool kegs under the 
shadow of the huge _ boulders near the 
spring promised other things. For those for 
whom King Gambrinus had no charms 
there were numnfberless refreshing juleps, 
and the occasional report of a stopper 
indicated that even champagne was not 
lacking. 

The feast was a delightful one and was 
enjoyed to the utmost. When every one- 
had eaten to satiety the crowd dispersed to 
stroll through the grove or to walk back 
to the Sweetwater Park hotel. 

Mr. FE. W. Marsh, who was the host of 
the .occasion, was present in person and 
saw to it that everything went off smooth- 
ly. It was a memorable barbecue, even 
in the native state of the ‘cue, and has 
never had an equal, save perhaps in the 
famous Venable ‘cue to the League of 
Press Clubs at Stone Mountain, several 
years azo. 

By 6 o'clock every one was safely landed 
back in the city, thanks to the excellent 
service of the trains of the Southern, and

Today's s Mass Meiting. 


At the chamber of commerce this 
morning 11 o'clock there will be a 
mass meeting of citizens of Atlanta. 

IEvery one who is in 
city’s welfare and who is 
promote the public good, is expected to 
be ov hand. 

In the call for 
of Atlanta is heard and she calls upon 
all her citizens, Without regard to polli- 
tics or creed, to together as in 
times past and with one 
another for the city’s interests. ‘There 
should be no indifference at this time, 
and those who attend this meeting 
Should come with the meusure of en- 
thusiasm that is ueeded when public 

easures are to be discussed. 

The city council adopted 
the report of the park purchasing com- 
“mittee to lease the exposition grounds 
for a period of five years at $4,000 a year 
and to purchase the buildings for the 
sum of $15,000. Half of this $15,000 is 
to be paid by the city’ and the other half 
is to be_raised by popular subscription, 
all the buildings, which nearly 
$300,000, to belong to the city. 

In regard to the rental of the grounds 
at $4,000 a year, it may be said that this 
does not yield the owners of the grounds 
a dollar, this being the fixed charges on 
the bonded indebtedness the com- 
pany owning the grounds. 

Those who labor under the false im- 
pression that a sale of the exposition 
buildings and a rental of the grounds 
is contemplated for the purpose of real- 
izing a profit thereon, should disabuse 
their minds of this impression. Such ill- 
founded apprehensions as these ure not 
only unworlty of those who entertain 
them, but do a great injustice to those 
Apublic-spirited and patriotic citizens 
who have carried the burden of the ex- 
position upon their shoulders and who 
have made a thousand sacrifices in pro- 
moting the welfare of that great indus- 
trial enterprise. 

The lease of the grounds and the pur- 
chase of the buildings are to be contin- 
gent upon the raising of the required 
sum of money, only $7,500 of which is 
to be raised by popular subscription. 

The lease contract covers the entire 
exposition grounds and the city is to 
have the exclusive use of all this reser- 
vation. 

At $15,000 the buildings will be purchas- 
ed at a price which is merely nominal. In 
view of the practical use to which these 
grounds can be put the proposition is 
one which commends itself to the busi- 
ness sense of all who will take the pains 
to consider it for a single second. 

At the mass meeting this morning ar- 
rangements will be made for taking up 
&@ popular subscription. The city council 
~has done its part and it only remains 
for the people of Atlanta to do as nobly. 

The Constitution is, satisfied that the 
-—hhusiness men of Atlanta wili not allow 
this opportunity to pass. When re- 
duced to its last analysis it means that 
a public subscription of but $7,500 is re- 
quired to secure for the city an exposi- 
tion outfit which cost nearly $300,000, 
and which will be as admirably adapted 
for exposition purposes five years from 
now as it is today. The buildings are 
substantial, and are suited in every way 
for exposition use. It will not be Inany 
years before Atlanta will want another 
exposition, and if the advertised trus- 
tees’ sale of the buildings of the old 
exposition is allowed to take place, ey ery 
building must be removed from the 
grounds by the 1st of July, and when 
Atlanta wants another exposition it will 
cost her $300,000 to get what is in her 
reach today for a mere trifle. 

A half dozen Atlanta firms could well 
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for to make binding the action of the 
council; but every business house in 
the city should take pride in making at 
least some contribution to this fund. 
The Constitution will do its part, as 
usual, and we believe the business men 
of the city will respond with one ac- 
cord. 

Today's chamber of commerce meet- 
ing should be a rousing one. It will 
require a few minutes’ time, but 
Atlanta’s public-gpirited business. men 
will be glad to give it. -Very little mon- 
ey is needed, but what is must be raised 
quickly.

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New York’s Electrical Exposition. 

Never before in the worlds history 
has such a bewildering spectacle been 
presented to the human eye as the mag- 
nificent display of electrical devices 
Which is now on exhibition in New York 
city. 

This brilliant exposition of the progress 


} Which has been achieved in this depart- 


ment of scientific study, within the last 
fifteen or twenty years, not only shows 
the varied uses to which the electric 
spark has been converted but likewise, 
in a more important sense, it empha- 
Sizes the achievements of <American 
genius. 

Though America may not be able to 
cope successfully with European na- 
tions in all lines of legitimate competi- 
tion, yet in the character of her inven- 
tions and especially in the multitude of 
wonders which she has wrought with 
the electric current, she is far in the 
lead of European nations and stands 
Without a rival among the powers of the 


f earth. 


But these inventions, while belonging 
to America in the narrow and restricted 
sense of origin and birthright, belong 
to civilization in the priceless benefits 
which they confef’ upon the human 
race, 

The value of this splendid aggregation 
of devices and experiments in New 
York city is estimated at something in 
the neighborhood of $750,000,000. 
than fifteen years ago the tele- 
WwaS comparatively a stranger. 
Today the human voice can be thrown 
across the continent and a man in New 
York can converse with a friend in Chi- 
cago, hearing not only every syllable 
addressed to him, but even recognizing 
the familiar accents of the speaker. 

Kvery nation on the globe pays 
tribute to America in the constant use 
to which it has applied the invention of 
the telegraph. The importanee of this 
invention, not only to commerce but to 
the deeper and more enduring brother- 
hood of man, cannot be fixed by com- 
putation. 

In like manner 
achievements of 
might be discussed but 
are sufficient. 

According to official reports the United 
States last year had S02,651 miles of 
telegraph and 396,674 miles of telephone 
wire, aggregating over a million miles of 
wire, exclusive of that used for lighting 
and traction purposes. 

Less than ten vears ago the lighting of 
streets by means of electric burners was 
only an experiment upon which many 
looked with doubt and derision. And 
vet today there is scarcely a town of 
three thousand inhabitants in the United 
States which does not boast of its elec- 
trical illumination. 

One feature of interest about the ex- 
position in New York is the almost infi- 
nite variety of uses to which electricity 
can be put, aside from those which have 
already become familiar. These ein- 
brace not only the phonograph and the 
electrie light, tegether . with various 
kindred inventions, but likewise include 
heating, cooking and other domestic op- 
erations. The application of the current 
to these ends hus not been fully per- 
fected, but this is only a matter of de- 
tail, since the possibilities of the current 
in this direction have been clearly dem- 
onstrated.

Sad News for the British. 

The British subject who writes finan- 
cial editorials ‘for. The Boston Herald 
has the courage of his opinions. For in- 
stance, he knows perfectly well that if 
the gold standard is to be maintained 
in all its beauty and purity, further con- 
traction of the currency is absolutely 
necessary. 

But, instead of aiding in this contrac- 
tion, the banks are using the new bonds 
as a basis for additional circulation, and 
are now engaged in ‘inflating’ the cur- 
rency, The Herald's imported financier 
declares, 

Naturally, the naughty banks fall un- 
der his displeasure, and he berates them 
soundly in his Monday’s issue. He de- 
clares that the banks are responsible for 
a total “inflation” of $12,413,595 since 
ébruary Ist. “Thus,” cries this sturdy 
advocate of the British gold standard, 
“during the past three months the na- 
tional banks have been inflating the cur- 
rency at the rate of $49,654,568 per an- 
num.” “They are beating the Sherman 
act by $12,934,872. As disturbers of the 
currency, 


they are one-third worse than 
that pernicious law.” 

Oh, the pernicious banks with their 
dangerous inflation! Did anybody ever 
bear the ‘like? And isn’t it a horrible 
story to send back to “merry hold Hing- 
land,” how the perhicious banks are 
threatening the perpetuity of the Hing- 
lish gold standard in this part of her 
majosty’s Sromcasind possessions ? 
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An Evasive Answer. 

Not long ago—on the 25th of April, in 
fact—a citizen of Atlanta, interested in 
the financial question, indeed, all 
citizens must be, wrote to the editor of 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
for certain information. 

“T am informed,” he wrote, “that our 
annual interest debt to Europe is esti- 
mated at $150,000,000, payabie in gold, 
and that our tetal product of gold is less 
than $40,000,000. How can we pay our 
debts and have anv gold left for local 
currency or redemption purposes ?”’ 

As this question is, perhaps, too deli- 
cate to be handled in print in New York 
city, the editor of The Journal of Com- 
merce took his pen in hand and wrote 
In this letter he says 
that “the estimate of $150,000,000 for in- 
terest on our. foreign obli toys is 
greatly exaggerated.” But he nda chat 
the face value of our obligations held 
abroad is estimated by “those most 
closelv connected with that branch of 
our foreign finaneial relations” at be- 


tween 1.500 and 2,000 millions. The edi- 


tor adds: 


Many of the securittes pay no Interest. 
You can form your own estimate of what 
may be the interest payable on these 
stocks and bonds, the latter paying mosily 
4 to 5 per cent. In my judgment, $96,000,100 
would be an extravagant allowance, but 
that would reduce your estimate of our 
foreign interest payments by $60,000,009. 
The remainder ($60,000,000) {s more than set 
off by our avcrage excess of exports of 
merchandise over the like kind of imports. 
So far from this interest indebtedness hav- 
ing a tendency to drain us of our stocks of 
gold, the fact is, that until the treasury 
derangements of the last three or four 
years, caused by the apprehension of free 
Silver, we have on the average imported 
more gold than we have exported, caus- 
ing a steady increase in our national stock 
of the yellow metal. 

Your estimate of $40,000,000 as the home 
product of gold, is nearly $15,000,000 too low. 
The mint estimates the product for the cur- 
rent year at $55,000,000; that of last year 
for the whole country (not for a part of it, 
as given in Valentine’s estimate) was $92,- 


as, 


~ 00,000, 


It will be observed that the able editor 
attributes the gold drain not to the 
fact that we are obliged to ship it abroad 
to pay interest on our greatly increased 
foreign debt but to the “apprehension 
of free silver.” Now, this hole into 
Which the editor runs is so unconmfor- 
taubly large that he exposes his rear to 
attack. When, during the past three or 
four years, has there been any “appre- 
hension of free silver?’ Can anybody 
mention a date since 1890 that the whole 
financial world, bankers, bondholders, 
capitalists and investors, did not know 
that free coinuge legislation was an im- 
possibility under Harrison and equally 
an impossibility under Cleveland ? 

Our gold never did begin to go out, 
except im response to the natural de- 
mands of trade, until the fall of prices 
in 1893. We had legislated to cut down 
the foreign prices of our cotton, wheat 
and other exports 50 per cent; and this 
operation cut off the movement of gold 
in this direction and turned it the other 
way. With the balance of trade in our 
favor the balance of debt is against us. 

The gold men predicted a drain of 
gold when the Bland-Allison act became 
alaw. But what was the result? TUn- 
der the additions to the currency made 
by that act, prices rose 12 per cent be- 
tween 1878 and 1890, and Enrope was 
compelled to send its gold here to pay 
for our exports. Why? Because we got 
better prices for our exports. No munut- 
ter which way this question is turned 
the simplicity of it crops out at last. 
At bottom it is a question of good and 
bad prices—between honest prices and 
dishonest prices. 

From January, 1891, to January, 1896, 
we have shipped out of the country not 
only the amount of the whole of our 
own product of gold, but $250,000,000 
besides, all because the gold standard- 
ists are uphoiding a policy that has lost 
to the creator of wealth in this country 
0) per cent of the @alue of his products. 
Under the operations of the Bland-Alli- 
son law, small. as were the annual ad- 
ditions to our currency, we imported 
more gold than at any other period since 
the war. It was in fact, due to the

The theory of the gold dollar men is 
that the more money will buy the sound- 
er it is—that the more money the prod- 
ucts of labor will buy the unsounder the 
money is. We had what they now call 
the “dishonest” dollar and the “un- 
sound” currency when wheat was a dol- 
lar a bushel and cotton from 12 to 15 
cents a pound. In fact, we had then 
what the gold contractionists now call a 
‘fifty-cent dollar.” Did it hurt anybody? 
Did it embarrass business men? Did it 
embarrass farmers when they received 
twice as much—nearly three times as 
much—for their wheat and cotton as 
they now receive? If it did, we neyer 
heard of it. 

It must be borne in mind that this con- 
traction has been going on ever since 
the war. When peace came, the coun- 
try had about $60 per capita in circula- 
tion. The money power at once began 
to get in its work. and today we have 
hardly $10 per capita in actual circula- 
tion. The treasury estimate, which puts 
the amount at $21 per capita, counts all 
the money that is not in the treasury, 
and takes no account of the reserve in 
the banks and the congestion of money 
in the financial centers. 

The upShot of the whole business is 
that we are compelled to pay our foreign 
debts in gold because we have cut in 
half the prices of our products. The 
reply of the editor of The New York 
Journal of Commerce to the letter of its 
Atlanta correspondent is an evasion, 
pure and simple. 
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A Deserving Measure. 

It is to be regretted that the report of 
the Methodist Publishing House bill, 
filed yesterday in the senate at Wash- 
ington, serves to confirm the belief that 
there will be opposition to the measure. 
Senator Pasco has been in charge of the 
bill, as a member of the senate claims 
committee, and now that the report has 
been delayed until the close of the ses- 
sion, it is probable that no action will 
be taken at this session of congress, and 
if the bill goes through at all it will 
probably not be until next winter. 

The measure has been favorably re- 
ported by the house committee at three 
different Sessions of congress and at the 
request of Senator Bate, of Tennessee, 
was placed in the hands of Senator 
Pasco to be submitted to the higher 
branch of the legislature. 

This bill provides for the restitution of 
a sum of money equivalent to the value 
of property belonging to the Methodist 
Publishing House at Nashville, Tenn., 
which was destroyed by General Sher- 
man in 1864. 

In view of the fact that the measure 
has been pending in the senate for quite 
a number of years it is earnestly hoped 
that it will soon be disposed of accord- 
ing to its merits.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The Chicago Railway Age a good au- 
thority on railway information and statis- 
tics, believes that an active revival of rail- 
way construction is at hand, It states that 
205 railway lines have either been actually 
begun or are in the course of immediate 
preparation for work. There is now in the 
United States a railway mileage of about 
181,000. .To equal Great Britain’s ratio of 
mileage to area of territory, the United 
States should have, according to the fig- 
ures of The Railway Age, 492,000 miles. To 
equal that of [llHnois, 522,000 miles, and to 
equal that of Massachusetts, 772,000 miles. 
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Thirty-three of the fifty-seven counties 
of California are producers of gold in large 
quantities, and yet in spite of this fact the 
state is overwhelmingly in favor of the free 
coinage of silver. This shows that the 
Californians have studied the matter care- 
fully that with other states, with less in- 
ducements to advocate a single gold stand- 
ard, might do well to follow the silver lead 
of the golden commonwealth. 

The Panama project, it seems, is not 
dead and a new company has been formed 
with a capital of $10,000,000 for the purpose 
of building what may be called a tral 
canal, tifteen metres wide by four metres 
deep, along the most difficult part of the 
System. “If this is done,’ says The Phil- 
adelphia Ledger, “it is said that financial 
institutions are ready to advance $100,000,000 
to complete the great work.

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Council Takes Important Action 
Concerning Fait Buildings, 


WILL RENT PARK FIVE YEARS 


And It Will Be Kept as a City Park 
Doriag That Time. 


CITIZENS WILL MEET TODAY 


en Ce 


They Will Raise $7,500 To Help Buy 
the Buildings, 


MUCH ENTHUSIASM HAS BEEN AROUSED 


And the Movement To Preserve the 
Buildings Meets with Approval 
on Every Side. 


At 11 o’clock this morning a mass 
meeting of citizens will be held at the 
chamber of commerce to raise $1,500 
for the preservation: of the exposition 
buildings. Every public.spirited cit- 
izen of Atlanta, who has the interest 
of the city at heart, is urged to be 
present. 


The fate of the exposition buildings and 
the future of Piedmont park will be decid- 
ed this morring. 

At ll o'clock a mass meeting of citizens 
will be held to meet the provisions of the 
action of council by raising 
$7,509 to help pay for the exp9dsition buiid- 
ings. 

At a special called meeting of council, 
held at 11 o’clock vesterday morning, tna‘ 
body took a most important step looking 
toward the use of Picdmont park and the 
preservation of the exposition buildings for 
future use. 

A report that had just béen prepared 
by the special committee on park purchase, 
of which Mr. Dimmock is chairman, was 
presented and adoptcd, after discussion. 

The report provided for the renting of 
Piedmont park by the city for five years 
at an annual rental of $4,000, and for the 
purchase of the exposition buildings ' for 
$15,000. Half of this latter sum was to be 
raised .by popular subscription from citi- 
zens, accoriing to the provisicns of the 
report as adopted. Only in the event tnat 
the citizens raise this amount will the 
trade betwen the city and the two exposi 
tion companies be made. 

It is for the purpose of raising this that 
the mass meeting is cilled this morning, 
and every citizen who cares for the future 
of the park and the city’s glory is urged 
to be there and Jend a hand in the highly 
patriotic task. ; 

Following is the call that has been is- 
sued for the meeting: 


“To the Citizens of Atlanta: A 
meeting of the patriotic citizens of At- 
lanta is called at the chamber of com- 
merce for 11 o’cleck this morning to raise 
money to buy the exposition buildings. A 
full meeting is urgently Gesired.

“STEWART WOODSON, President.”’

Fiver, 
one is interested in the preservation of the 
buildings «snd the meeting this morning 
will be one of enthusiasm and spirit. 

It is proposed that the park shall be 
made a public park by the city and the 
buildings preserved just as they are for 
five years to be used for any purpose for 
which the people cf the city may see fit to 
use them. 

The council meeting yesterday reflected 
the popular fecling in the city with refer- 
ence to the park and the buildings. 

The patriotic spirit of the city has been 
aroused and the meeting today will show 
what Atlanta can do when the proper oc- 
casion calls for action. 

Council required a little more than an 
hour to dispose of the important question 
which has been before the body so many 
times and in so marty different shapes. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch rapped the body 
to order. It was observed that several 
aldermen were present, although it was 
understood tnat they could not vote on 
the. matter. Clerk Phillips read Mayor 
King’s call. for the special session end 
Councilman Dimmock handed in the te- 
port of the special conmfmittee on the pur- 
chase of Piedmont park. The report was 
listened to with interest by the councilmen 
and the small avudierce present. Mayor 
King, who occupied his accustomed seat 
near the presiding officer’s stand, did not 
miss a word of the document as it fell 
from the clerk’s lips, 

The report was as follows:

Councilman Day was the first to ad- 
dress the chair. The young councilman 
balanced his fingers on his desk and com- 
menced rather hesitatingly to oppose the 
report. 

“I don’t want to be considered as nar- 
row minded in this matter,’ said he; ‘“‘nor 
do I mean to sct up my opinion against 
that of the entire committee, but I hardly 
think this proposition is just or right to 
the people who are to pay this money.

Mr. Bell Was Against It. 

Mr. Bell was the next to put in a word 
and his voice indicated more opposition. 

“Mr. Dimmock,”’ said he,. ‘may I ask 
what purpose the city proposes to put 
these buildings and the grounds to”’ 

“The idea ig to use it for a park,’’ said 
Mr. Dimmock* 

“That 
diture, won't it?’ asked Mr. Bell. 

“Not necessarily,’’ replied Mr. Dimmock,

Mr. Bell thought differently. It. meant 
the expenditure of a great deal of money. 
He thought it best to refer the whole mat- 
ter to the finance committee, which was 
better informed concerning the finances 
of the city than any other branch of the 


| city government. 


Mr. Dimmock Favors It. 

Mr. Dimmock opposed this solution of the 
matter. The committee had investigated 
the matter thoroughly in its every phase. 

“The buildings are advertised for sale 
tomorrow at 3 o'clock,” said he, ‘‘and the 
sale cannot be postponed. The company 
has gone to very great expense in adver- 
tising the sale. he bondLolders have 
been very magnanimous in agreeing to 
the proposition made in the renort. It 
certainly is not the best thing that could 
be done for them, as I feel sure that the 
buildings would bring more at public out- 
cry than the city is asked to pay for 
them.’ He said that Mr. Inman was pres- 
ent, and he suggested that he be heard 
from, 

Mr. Inman Speaks. 

Mr. S. M. Inman made a very clear and 
forcible statement of the entire matter 
from his standpoint. He gave the history 
of the negotiations between himself, the 
Piedmont Park Company and the special 
committee of council. He said that he 
had despaired of council taking any ac- 
tion whatsoever in the matter until two 
days ago, when Mr. Hirsch called at his 
Office and the solution to the- matter as 
proposed in the special committee's re- 
port was suggested. Mr, Dimmock was 
called in and the report was agreed to. 
So far as his personal interest went, he 
was indifferent to the city’s taking the 
buildings, but from the standpoint of pub- 
lic good he thought the city could not do 
a better thing. After this brief preface he 
proceeded to read what he had to say 
that there might be no misunderstanding. 

Mr. Inman said: 


“The Honorable Mayor and Council, At-. 


lanta, Ga.—Gentfemen: The price at which 
the trustees have oflered the buildings of 
the exposition company just about repre- 
sents what we paid fur architects’ fees and 
brick foundations. fhe buildings cust be- 
tween $250,000 and $300,000, and are in a niie 
State of preservaiicn. ‘The foundations are 
unusually good for such buildings and the 
roots, as a rule, are in good repair. Very 
little glass is broken, and were an expodsi- 
tion to be held tomorrow there would be 
scarcely any repairing necessary to put 
the buildings in shape. 

“As far as my personal interest is con- 
cerned, I am indifferent as to whether you 
buy these buildings or not. As a tax pay- 
er and one interested in the prosperity and 
development of Atlanta, I think it is a 
very important measure for the city. The 
idea of the bond holders at first was that 
the city ought to pay 330,000 for these 
buildings, but we have determined to put 
the price at what we think the buildings 
could be wrecked and sold for in the shape 
of old material. 

“As near as we can estimate, there are 
about 4,500,000 feet of good seasoned lumber 
in these buildings. Our estimate of tie 
en value of.these buildings is as fol- 
Ows: 

“Four million and a half feet of lumber, 
less 1,000,000 feet destroyed in wrecking, 
leaves 3,500,000 feet, which at one-third the 
price of good seasoned lumber of this class 
would be about as follows:

“Cost of labor is wrecking these buildings 
and putting lumber in place, $5,000, leaving 
a net of $16,000 as the wrecking value of 
the buildings. Should any buyer wish any 
one of these buildings for factory or other 
purpose, of course its value would be far 
above the value of the building if sold for 
old material. 

“I merely give you these figures to show 
that it is not a matter of personal inter- 
est to the bond holders whether the build- 
ings are preserved or not, as they think 
they can realize this much money out of 
them, even if they do not bring more than 
this at auction sale. At the price at which 
the buildings are offered the mén who ad- 
vanced money on bonds which saved the 
exposition from discredit and ruin, just 
when the most successful period was be- 
ginning, will lose $25,000. 

“My reason for believing that the city 
should preserve these buldings are: : 

‘1. That they are a standing advertise- 
ment and monument of the energy and pro- 
gressiveness of Atlanta, and fully 100,000 
people a year who pass the grounds on the 
Southern railroad see them, as well as 
thousands of visitors who drive out to the 
grounds from Atlanta during the year. 
Nearly all strangers are loud in their enco- 
miums of the grounds and buildings, and 
go away impressed with what Atlanta has 
done and can do. 

“9 To destroy the buildings now and 
leave alot of old wreckage and ruins on 
the ground would be saying to the world 
that Atlanta has done her utmost in this 
direction and is willing to rest on her 
laurels in the future without further ef- 
fort. It would naturally depress our 
people and I think would be of immense 
injury in destroying the Atlanta spirit 
which has heretofore kept our city to the 
forefront among American cities.

“4 From my contact with people of the 
citv, I believe a universal desire exists 
that the buildings should be preserved, and 
tax payers will willingly submit to the 
small addition of burden necessary to pre- 
vent the destruction of this property.” 

Mr. George W. Parrott, trestee for the 
bondholders, also made a short statement 
telling of his wo-k. He said he was anx-

Mr. Day again put in a word of opposi- 
tion.

Mr. Hubert Culberson made one of the 
strongest speeches of the session against 
the lease.

He said every man and woman and child 
in Atlanta had been benefited by the ex- 
position. Its benefits had been felt in every 
phase gf Atlanta’s life and he believed 
that it was the general hope and intention 
to hold another exposition in a few years. 
If this were true the city would have the 
buildings on hand. He regarded it as a 
fine jnvestment for the city. 

‘Where do we get the money for this?” 
asked Mr. Cilberson. 

“We will get the money; I will guarantee 
that,” said Mr. Dimmock. “The interest 
on the bonds is Cue in December and can 
be carried over until Janvary.’’ 


Mr. Bell Asks Questions. 

Mr. Bell suggested the possibility of the 
next council's failure to coincide in the 
action of the present body in the inaner 
and asked if it weuld not be an expensive 
investment for a year in that event. Mr. 
Dimmock replied by saying that he had 
enough confidence in the patriotism and 
good sense of the people to believe that 
such an action was impossible. 

He referred to the question of north side 
and south side, This question, he said, 
had been ingeniously injected into the dis- 
cussion. It was rot a question of nortt: 
side or south side, but a questicn in which 
the people of every section of the city 
were interested equally. 

Councilman Maddox made a spirited ar- 
gument in favor of the report. He said 
he had heard Mr. Day make many 
sp2eches, nut he had never known him to 
so signally fail to meet the issue. lie 
thought that Mr. Day had prepared a 
speech some time ago to deliver on the 
park purchase. and took the first oppor- 
tunity he could get to fire it off. He did 
not think the question of the expenditure 
of money should enter into the considera- 
tion of the matter at all. The money that 
Atlanta had spent in expositions had been 
money wisely invested “What would At- 
lanta be without her exnpositions?’’ he ask- 
cd. He made a stirring plea for the pres- 
ervation of the buildings as monuments 
to Atlanta’s pluck and enterprise. 


Mr. Day Submits a Substitute. 

At this point Councilman Day submitted 
a substitute for -the committee’s report, 
providing for the submission of the ques- 
tion to a vote of the people on June 6th. 
He thought it should take this course. The 
people should settle it. . 

Councilman Miller said he favored the 
settlement of the maiter by the people 
if the election. could be held before 34 
o'clock this afternoon, but the matter was 
one that had to be settled at once. The sug- 
gestion of Mr. Day was utterly impractica- 
ble and out of the questicn if the preserva- 
tion of the buildings by the city was to be 
considered at all. 

Alderman Woodward spoke strongly for 
the proposition. He said the city should 
own the exposition grounds. The purchase 
should have been made two years ago. 
The question reminded him of a crab; it 
was now right where it was two years ago. 
According to his friend Day the city 
could have more than paid for it with 
the money that it has expended if the pur- 
chase had been made two years ago. 

Two Votes Taken. 

A vote was then had on Mr. Day’s substi- 
tute, resulting as follows:

Nays—tAdamson, Maddox, Woodward, 
Miller, Mayson, Culberson, Thompson, In-

Mr. Inman stated at this point that in 
order that there might not be any misun- 
derstanding he would state that the trans- 
portation building was not included in the 
buildings that were sold and a number 
of pedestals that adormed the ground were 
to be returned to the owners. Mr. Parrott 
stated that the water connection with the 
lake would cf course remain. 

The vote was then taken on the commit- 
tee’s report. The vote stood as follows:

the city has ever had. Chief Slaughter has 
taken charge of his men and they are 
already doing some effective work. 

Chief Connolly was charged with tne 
duty of appointing the men and most of 
the old officers have been retained, Bank- 
ston and Wilson, who were only on the 
force temporarily, and who made good of- 
ficers, have been returned tv their old 
beats as patrolmen, and Wooten and Bar- 
rett have been appointed to take their 
places. 

The force now consists of Chief Slaughter 
and Detectives Wooten, Barrett, Powell, 
Lanford, Harris and Taylor. No better 
selection could have possibly been made, 
and Atlanta is expecting great things of 
the new department. 

The work for each man has not as yet 
been mapped out, but it has been decided 
to assign certain departments to certain 
men, such as the depot, pawnshops, etc., 
and in this way much more effective work 
can be done.

DIAZ RETURNS T0 
HIS. FRIENDS 


Back Again on Free Soil Safe from 
the Spanish. 


TELLS: OF WEYLER’S DEEDS 


Says the General’s Troops Are Butch- 


ering Innocent Non-Combatants. 


HE BELIEVES THE ISLAND WILL BE FREE 


The Patriots Will Not Accept Any 
Compromise—Too Late for 
Home Rule.

Dr. Alberto Jose Diaz, the Baptist mis- 
sionary recently released from a Spanish 
prison, arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
morning. He came here from Tampa, 
where he had been for several days lo- 
cating his family. 

Dr. Diaz tells an interesting and thrill- 
ing story of life in €uba at present. 
Neither life nor property is safe, he says. 
He was arrested himself without any law- 
ful warrant or any cause being assigned; 
was thrown into grison and kept there 
until released through the intervention of 
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De. A. J... ieee, ’ 
From a Photo Taken at a Special sitting 
Yesterday Morning. 


this country. The missionary is a citizen 
of the United States. He is a native of 
Cuba, but long ago he saw the advantage 
of a citizenship protected by the United 
States flag, and he took the oath of al- 
legiance. 

The life of Dr. Diaz has been remark- 
able. Once before he was hard pressed 
by the Spanish, and had to throw himself 
into the sea to escape with his life. This 
time he was notified that he must leave 
Havana within a few hours after his re- 
lease from prison. $ 

‘“T had the property of the home mission 
board to look after,’’ he said yesterday, 
‘and I told them that I would require 
four davs. The Spanish knew that the 
people of the ‘United States were watch- 
ing my case, and I was not again mo- 
lested.”’ 

As a member of the White Cross So- 
ciety, Dr. Diaz was at first entitled to go 
into the interior and to care for the wound- 
ed of the insurgents; but Weyler with- 
drew the permission to gO into the Cuban 
lines. . 

“Tl often received warnings to leave the 
island. A friend would @ome to me: and 
Say that I was in danger. But I knew that 
the messages were inspired by the Span- 
ish, and paid no attention to them. Then 
they tried to frighten me in another way. 
They put two dynamite bombs in my 
church and exploded them during service. 
But that did not deter us from continuing 
to worship God in our own way. Seeing 
that they could not frighten us, they sent 
200 men to the church and had them to 
create disorder while the service was 
going on. These are just instances of the 
persecution. The truth can scarcely be 
told.”’ 

Trouble with Priests. 

Dr. Diaz says that the priests have given 
him much trouble. Now the Spanish au- 
thorities think that the preaching and 
missionary work of Protestant churches is 
prejudicial to the interests of Spain. 
Through the efforts of ‘Dr. Diaz, the 
Baptists have 27,000) members in Cuba. 
Their sympathies are probably largely 
with the native Cubans. 

“What do vou say, doctor, of the re- 
ported atrocities committed by the Span- 
ish troops?’’ ; 

‘It is tao true that the Spanish soldiers 
are treating the Cubans with great cruelty. 
Noncombatants are severely dealt with. 
The purpose is to intimidate those who 
sympathize with the insurgents. This war 
is marked by horrible atrocities. The 
Spanish troops do not get far inland, but 
within two miles of Havana they have 
killed at least 100 men, women and chil- 
dren in cokl blood. They shoot and cut 
down boys and girls. There is no exag- 
geration about this. Their treatment of 
the women who are so unfortunate as to 
fall into their hands is horrible. In the 
cities they are more particular about their 
treatment of the families, for they know 
that we never forgive insults to our 
families.”’ 

Spanish Atrocities. 

Dr, Diaz cited as an instance of the 
harshness of the ,Spanish the case of a 
lady from the interior who is in a prison 
in Havana for no other reason than that 
she sympathizes with the insurgents, with 
whom her brothers are fighting. He names 
case after case where the Spaniards have 
killed the noncombatants. 

“Campos was humane. He was a gen- 
tleman, and conducted the war as civil- 
ized people fight. But Weyler is a butcher, 
and inhuman.” 

There is absolutely mp business in 
Havana now, he states. Food supplies 
are scarce. The insurgents will not allow 
anything to be taken from the interior 
into the cities. The little that is grown 
within a mile or two of the cities is all 
that finds its way into the markets, and 
a great part of that is stolen by the 
soldiers. The Spaniards add insult to in- 
jury by taking roughly whatever they 
want. The insurgents ask if they can 
have articles, and are very polite, the 
missionary states. He adds that, of 
course, it is always an apparent pleasure 
to accommodate the insurgent. The polite 
requests are not refused. 

Asked as for his opinion of the outcome 
of the struggle for the island’s independ- 
ence, Dr. Diaz replied: “It is independ- 
ence or death with the patriots. They will 
never consent to anything short of com- 
plete independence. The day has passed 
for a compromize with home rule. It is 
simply a question of which can hold out 
the longest, Spain or Cuba. I think that 
the Cubans will win. Soon now the rairy 
season will come on again, and _ the 
Spaniards will not be able to do anything 
in the field. It is true that the patriot 
armies will not be able to get about as 
easily as they move.now, but they can 
more than hold their own. Weyler has 
made no progress. He has established a 
fortified Hne across the island, but the 
Cubans pass and repaus at will. It is 
manned by perhaps 30,000 soldiers, who are 
thus taken from other points. They do no 
harm on the trocha, and they certainly |

do not worry the insurgent armies. The : 
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| Spain, Eventually Cuba will: be free. If 


the United States would only allow the 
insurgents to buy arms and ammunition 
in her markets, the war would soon be 
over,.”’ 


The Cubans in the Field. 

A large part of the Cuban army is armed 
only with the machete. The equipment of 
the men is very light. Some carry a gun, 
others a pistol and many have neither. 
The insurgent trusts to luck for his food. 
If he can get nothing else he makes a meal 
on sugar cane. Beef and sweet potatoes 
are often abtainable though. Coffee is al- 
most unheard of, but “guarapo,”’ sweeten- 
ed water, is used for a beverage. The 
citizens of the interior towns cheerfully 
share what they have with the patriots. 
It is because of this sympathy that the 
Spaniards are so cruel when they do cap- 
ture a small interior town. The Spaniards, 
however, do not attempt to hold any cities 
except those on the coast. 


Something of Dr. Diaz. 

The history of. this missionary is full of 
interest, as remarked above. It is largely 
due to his individual exertions that the 
Baptist church has 27,000 members in Cuba. 
He has more than twenty missionaries 
under him on the island, and church prop- 
erty valued at $140,000 in Havana. Dr. Diaz 
was. born in 1852, the oldest of twenty-four 
children born to one mother, who was 
married at fhe age of twelve years, and 
is now in’good health, a most valuable 
and hearty coadjutor of her son and the 
other members of her family. His father 
was a pharmacist, living in Guanabacoa, 
a town of 17,000 inhabitants, just across 
the bay to the eastward of Havana. After 
a good education in the schools of his 
native town, Alberto became a student in 
the University of Havana; he, after gradu- 
ating, studied nmredicine in the same city, 
and in due time was admitted to practice as 
a physician. Though his father was not 
rich, the education of the son was accom- 
plished at a cost of $9,000, continuing. 
through twelve years. 

In the rebellion of twenty years ago he 
joined the insurgents and was made cap- 
tain of a company. 

At Sea on a Log. 

One afternoon he was sent ahead with a 
companion to find a suitable spot for an 
encampment. While thus engaged the 
two men were surprised by Spanish troop- 
ers and found themselves in danger of 
immediate capture or death. They rode 
their horses hurriedly into a thicket and 
springing from the saddles plied the whip 
to the loosened animals, driving them out 
of reach, in hope that the Spaniards would 
go after the horses and forget the riders. 
They were on a point of land running out 
into the sea on the southern coast. In- 
stead of following the horses the Spaniards 
chose to find the men, if possible; but, as 
the shades of night were gathering around 
them, they determined to encamp and keep 
the rebels on the point all night and then 
take them in the morning. The young 
men had seen enough of Spanish treatment 
of prisoners to know that their lives were 
worth but little to them if they were 
caught. So, during the night, they pro- 
cured a plank and knowing that a current 
was sweeping along the coast, they thought 
to get into it and thus be borne beyond 
the Spanish lines to a place where they 
might land in safety. But when morning 
came they were far out of reach of land 
and unable to reach the shore. 

It was a very sorry prospect that opened 
to them when the sun came up and its rays 
beat down upon them. No food, no water 
for their thirst, no possibility of reaching 
shore. Soon they were seized with cramps; 
one of them fell off the plank and was 
drowned: Diaz became unconscious and in 
that condition was picked up by a fish- 
ing boat, and was soon after placed upon 
a vessel bound for New York where in due 
time he arrived, a stranger and penniless, 
in a great city. 

He said yesterday that he did not know 
how long he was adrift on the log, as he 
was unconscious when picked up. He was 
converted in New York and in the course 
of time returned to Cuba and becante a 
missionary for the Baptist church. Once 
when he was taking two boxes of Bibles 
into the interior he was arrested. The 
authorities thought that he was carrying 
ammunition to conspirators. 

Yesterday, on arriving here, he went to 
the home of Dr. Tichenor. During the 
forenoon he was at the offices of the home 
mission board of the Southern, Baptist 
church, in the Temple Court building. 
Many old friends called there and met the 
missionary. All had a hearty greeting for 
him. Some of his friends took him up to 
Motes’s gallery for a photograph, and go- 
ing and coming he was stopped every few 
paces by old acquaintances. The accom- 
panying picture is from one of the sittings 
yesterday at Motes’s. 

Today Dr. Diaz goes to Chattanooga to 
attend thé Southern Baptist convention. 

Dr. Diaz had a large congregation at the 
First Baptist church last night. He told 
of his work and of the war and the situa- 
tion in Cuba at the present time.

The County Commissioners Transacted 
Important Business Yesterday. 


SEVERAL REPORTS WERE FILED 


Tax Receiver Armistead’s Books Found 


To Be Correct.

The Board Was in Session Several 
Hours. and Many Interesting 
Questions Were Disposed Of. 


The regular monthly sess‘on of the board 
of county commissioners which was held 
yesterday morning was unusually interest- 
ing and !mportant, and a number of ques- 
tions relating to the welfare of the county 
¢ame up for discussion and adjustment. 

The report of the finance committee on 
t:e Cooper shortage was rendered and was 
based upon the investigation which has 
been made by an expert accountant, A. L. 
W aldo. 

After some little discussion, the report 
Was referred to the- finance committee 
and the county attorney with power to act. 
An investigation will be made by the at- 
torneys of Mr. Cooper and then the com- 
Mittee and the attorneys will hold a con- 
ference looking toward a final settle- 
ment. 

A number of public roads in the county 
were ordered to be improved, some of them 
to be paved with stone and chert, and 
Others simply to be graded and placed in 
passable condition before the fall and win- 
ter rains make them untit for heavy 
travel 

The report of the condition of the books 
in the office of Tax Receiver Armistead 
was made before the board and it was 
adopted, one copy being ordered spread 
upon the minutes of the board and another 
copy to be furnished Mr. Armistead. The 
report Was made by the finance committee, 
and was the result of an expert accountant 


_ who was engaged by the board at the re- 


quest of Mr. Armistead. The last grand 
jury severeiy criticised the manner in 
which the tax digests were kept by Tax 
Receiver Armistead, alleging that many 
duplicate returns had been made upon 
which Mr. Armistead was given a commis- 
sion. The report of the finance committee 
showed that no duplicates had been entered 
and for the term of two years errors 
amounting only to $2.50 were discovered. 
Report on the Tax Digests. 

The report on the condition of the tax 
receiver's digest was handed in by Com- 
missioner Adair, and was read as follows 
by him before the board: 

“You instructed to examine the tax 
digests of this county for 1894 and 189% for 
errors Claimed to have been made by Mr.

“My report has been necessarily delayed 
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se a 


by other work which I have been doing 
for the county, but is now complete and 
submitted here with. 

“| have made a careful examination of 
both digests and of the original returns 
from which they were made up, but have 


failed to find any ‘duplicate returns’ in ,. 


either digest. 

“I find some few returns, which the final 
settlement of the tax proves to be double 
returns. This, however, could not be de- 
termined beforehand, and there is not suf- 
ficient similarity in any two of them to 
have warranted the receiver in throwing 
out either. 

“The returns under similar names differ 
either in the address of the tax payer, or 
in the description, location or value of 
the property returned; and these differ- 
ences are material. 

‘In the case of Milo S. Freeman on the 
digest of 1895, I find a return made by H. 
M. Atkinson for Milo S. Freeman, a non- 
resident, on city real estate valued at $45,- 
OO, and a return by Milo S. Freeman, re- 
siding at No. 700 South Pryor street, for 
poll tax, $3,000 city real estate and $250 per- 
sonal property. 

“{ do not think there is sufficient simi- 
larity in these two returns to authorize the 
receiver to throw out either; especially 
when there are numerous other returns 
on the digest more nearly alike than these. 
and yet made for, or by, entirely different 
persons of the same name, as proved by 
the payment of tax on both. 

‘‘In the case of Mr. Freeman it developed 
when the time came to pay the tax that the 
return made by Mr. AtKinson was an error, 
but it is one for which the tax receiver 
can not, in my judgment, be held respon- 
sible. 

“The commiss‘ons pald the receiver by the 
county were increased only $2 by this error, 
and for all other errors of a like nature 
in the digest of 189 not exceeding $1 ad- 
ditional. ° 

“On the digest of 1894 the total amount 
of commissions paid by the county on ac- 
count of errors of this character does not 
amount to $2. 

‘'The commissions paid by the county on 
this digest for errors and releases of every 
kind, including fi. fas. returned ‘nulla bona’ 
on returns, called ‘duplicate returns’ by the 
grand jury committee, as shown bv final 
settlement of A. P. Stewart, tax collector, 
with the county, will not amount to $10. 

“The returns, as made, are carefully 
filed in alphabetic order in drawers made 
for the purpose, and T experienced no trou- 
ble in finding those to which I wished to 
refer. 

“Considering the large number of names 


and the immense value of the digests the 
errors of all kinds are insignificant and in- 


| 
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dieate a great degree of care on the part 
of Mr. Armistead and his assistants in the 
work of making mv the digests.” 

To Grade the County Roads. 

The commissioners determined vester- 
day to put all of the roads in the county 
in the best condition possible, each road 
to be worked as it was reached by 
the convict gang, and that the most import- 
ant roads be perfectly graded and many 
of them paved with either stone or chert. 

While the question of roads was being 
discussed, Mr. Richardson and Mr. Woods 
White, who reside at College Park, ad- 
dressed the commissioners and asked that 
work on the road from the city Hmits to 
College Park be commenced at once, as 
the other portions of the county were re- 
ceiving more attention than this end. 

The matter brought on quite a lively dis- 
cussion, but was finally disposed of on 
motion of Mr. Walter Brown, who offered 
a resolution that the residents of East 
Point and College Park secure the right 
of way for a sixty-foot road and report 
back to the board of commissioners. 

It is quite probable that the road will 
be graded and paved from the city limits 
to College Park, which will carry the 
road to the limits of Fulton county. 

Commissioner Brown reported that a 
large force of convicts was now engaged 
at work on the Hapeville road, and that 
the road would be completed as soon as 
the work cold possibly be done. 

Several county roads were passed up 
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for repairs and improvements, and the 
commissioners stated that they were anx- 
ious to see all of the roads in the county 
in good condition before the winter rains 
washed them out and made them im- 
passable. 
For Analyzing a Stomach. 

The cost of analyzing the contents of 
the stomach of Ida _ Elliott, who died 
under suspicious circumstances’ several 
weeks ago in Bellwood, and on account 
of whose death Charles Hotton was 
convicted, has been placed at $250, and a 
bill for that amount was placed in the 
hands of Clerk Kontz. several days ago. 

The bill was accepted by the coroner, 
but the commissioners were of the opinion 
that the charge was excessive, and it was 
referred to the finance committee and 
the county attorney. 

The stomach was examined and analyzed 
by the McCandless chemical laboratory at 


1 the suggestion of the county authorities, 


but the amount of the bill was much more 
than was expected the charge would be, 
and it was not ordered passed up as is the 
usual course such matters take. 

Says the Tax Is Excessive. 

Mr. L. DeGive, the owner of the Grand 
and Columbia theaters, says the special 
county tax of $5 for each performance is 
excessive and burdensome, and asks that 
the county relieve him of the payment 
of these amounts, as he has already paid 
the county an annual tax of $75.for the 
present year. 

The question was discussed at length, 
and was finally referred to the finance 
committee and the county attorney, Mr. 
DeGive having in the meantime filed a 
bond with the commissioners for the pay- 
ment of all taxes which might be levied 
as a result of the investigation that has 
been ordered into the matter. 

Engineer Johnson Retained. 

Engineer Johnson, who has been serving 
the county in that capacity for a number 
of years, and whose services were dis- 
missed at the last meeting of the board to 
apply to the summer months, was retain- 
ed yesterday, and-the action of the 
previous meeting was reconsidered. 

Commissioner Spalding stated that he 
thought as the board ‘had taken the posi- 
tion that Mr. Johnson's services were 
not needed during the summer months, 
the action of the previous meeting should 
not be reconsidered. 

Others members of the board thought 
that as Mr. Johnson could not get out- 
side work fér the summer months, 
he should be allowed to continue in his 
present relations with the county, and it 
was ordered that his services be retained, 
subject to the pleasure of the board.
